‘The statement is in substance that one

the matter of the senatorial election. He 


also showed a telegram purporting to be 


from President McKinley indicating that 
he wae authorized to represent him in the 
matter and to unge Otis to vote for Hanna.

Otis referred him to his attorney, who 
drew him out. Boice showed Campbell a 
telegram purporting to be from President 
McKimley touching the matter as evidence 
of his authority. 

The negotiations were continued from 
time to time until at the Gibson house, in 
Cincinnati, on Sunday, Boice and Campbell 
concluded a bargain, Otis knowing nothing 
about it, by which Campbell was to get 
$1,000 as commission in the case and Otis 
$3,500 down and the two get $6,509 more 
when Hanna was elected senator. 
Campbell took a note from Botce which 
shows not only the amount paid, but the 
whole amount to be paid for Otis’s vote. 

Boice came to the city today, it is sup- 
posed to report to the Hanna headquarters, 
but detectives who had been placed on his 
track at Cincinnati were discovered by him 
here and a race between Boice and the de- 
tectives in cabs followed. The cab in which 
Boice rode proved to have the best horse 
and the detectives lost sight of him. He 
is believed to have gone east. 

Boice was formerly associated with H. 
G. Otis in the ownership of the Los Angeles, 
Cal., Times. They thad a falling out and 
a long and bitter litigation over the prop- 
erty. Lately he has been employed as an 
agent for Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co. 

The following is the receipt for the money 
paid by Boice to Attorney Campbell for 
Otis's vote, it being written by Boice and 
given to Campbell to show to Otis as evi- 
dence of the amount involved in the trans- 
action; 

“Received of Henry H. Botce, $1,750 with 
the understanding that an additional like 
amount is to be handed to me on the 10th 
instant. the whole $3,500 to be held by me 
in ‘trust to be delivered in accordance with 
instructions, if conditions are all filled, and 


if not the whole sum to be returned to gaid 
Boice without prejudice.”’ 


The Press in an extra edition this evening 
pubilshed two columns of telephone conver- 
sation between Major Dick at the Hanna 
headquarters here and Boice at Cincinnati, 
in which the price to be paid for Otis’s 


vote was agreed upon.

Columbus, O., Jamuary 10.—The inaugura- 
tion of Governor Bushnell today was the 
mcest exciting ever known in Ohio. Long

Last night the democratic steering com- 
mittee demanded of Mr. Kurtz that he fur- 
nish at least eight affidavits tonight from 
republican members that they will stand 
with the sixty-five democratic members in 
voting against Hanna. The democratic 
steering committee reported tonight that 
they were satisfied. Representative Gay- 
man, chairman of the house democratic 
.steering committee, went so far as to say 
that Hanna’s defeat temorrow was assured. 

There is no doubt that Senator Hanna 
was beaten for.a week previous to last 
Friday, when Manuel, of Montgomery, 
changed in his favor. On Saturday the 
Hanna men secured Rev. Griffith, of Union, 
but they made no accessions yesterday or 
today and it is the general belief that they 
are short one vote tonight. 

It has been agreed by a conference com- 
mittee that the balloting in the two houses 
will not begin until 2 o’clock tomorrow af- 
ternoon, and there may be several changes 
in that time. 

The real work of the fight on both sides 
is being done tonight. The workers will not 
sleep now until after the balloting begins. 
There is a feeling among those opposing 
Hanna that if he is not defeated on the 
first ‘ballot, or rather by the separate bal- 
Icts tomorrew he will not be defeated 
at all. These anti-Hanna workers say that 
they had a majority of five against Hanna 
when they exposed their strength in organ- 
izing the legislature last Monday, and that 
if they come down to @ majority of only 
one against Hanna tomorrow the coalition 
may not hold together for another day. 

While the opposition still insists on Kurtz 
as the candidate against Hanna, yet they 
say Bushnell, Kurtz or any other one will 
be dropped as soon as it is demenstrated 
that he cannot secure all of the votes of 
either the anti-Hanna republicans or the 
democratic members. One of the names 
most prominently mentiuned today was that 
of Representative John P. Jones, who rep- 
resents Stark county, the home of Presi- 
dent McKinley. Mr. Jones is a republican 
and a prominent man in the miners’ union. 
He is for free silver and is advocated as 
the labor candidate agains: the capitalist.

At noon 
the railways estimated that there had been 
15,000 arrivals during the night and the day 
on the thirty excursion trains reported in. 

The Bushnell badges were in the majority, 
as the Hanna excursions were not booked 
to arrive till afternoon, in time for the 
mass convention. 

During the forenoon the statehouse was 
surrounded by crowds yelling for Bushnell. 
As it was impossible for the crowds to get 
inside the capitol building, the governor 
was called out into the grounds, where he 
addressed the multitude and rereived in re- 
view one delegation after another. The first 
delegation to which the governor respond- 
ed was from his home at Springfield, and 
it included hundreds of workingmen from 
Bushnell’s shops, bearing written greetings 
of confidence in him. These demonstrations 
continued till noon. when Governor Bush- 
néll was escorted to the rotunda of the 
statehouse, where the decorations in floral 
designs and bunting were more elaborate 
than ever before. 

The members of the supreme court, legis- 
lature and all other state officers were 
provided with reserved seats and the 
crowds occupied ajl the space in windows, 
galleries and everywhere, while the streets 
and statehouse grounds were crowded with 
shouters. A very small per cent could gain 
acmission to the statehouse, but when 
cheers were heard inside the echo was 
taken up on the outside and the air was 
filled with loud responses. 

During the forenoon there were no cases 
of violence reported, although the noise was 
loud and continuous. The exercises in the 
rotunda were according to the usual pro- 
gram. 

The cath of office was administered by 
Chief Justice Burkett, who was re-elected 
on the ticket last November with Bushnell. 
The governor was given unusual ovations 
when he first appeared on the platform. 
and again when he appeared to deliver his 
inaugural address, 

The inauguration address of Governor 
Bushnell was short and contained no ref- 
erence to the contest for the senatorship, 
unless the following may be so construed: - 

“By so legislating and acting for the peo- 
ple to secure the best results with the least 
possJble friction, much can be done to make 
the general respect for government higher 
and more enduring. It is certain that our 
aim must be to regulate and conduct the 
matters committed to our charge as to earn 
this tacit commendation from the citizen- 
ship of all degrees. An appreciation of the 
task of the difficulties to be encountéred 
and of the necessity for sincere and hon- 
est service will do much in the aid of those 
whcse desire it is to deserve the good will 
of their fellowmen for faithful stewardship 
rendered.’’

McKinley Seems To Mave Had One of 
His Occasional Silver Moods on Him. 


CHANDLER GAVE OUT A BRIEF STATEMENT 


Says the President Still Believes in 
the Dream of International 
Bimetallism. 


Washington, January 10.—(Special.)—This 
seems to have been one of the president’s 
days to talk favorably of silver. Senator 
Chandler was with Aim for quite a long 
time and it is given out that they talked 
over the money question quite at length. 
The particular trend of the conversation 
was along the line of international bimetal- 
lism. 

Together they talked about Gage and his 
bold and frank gold standard declarations 
and it was agreed beyween them that this 
sort of thing will never do. Chandler told. 
the president that the only possible hope 
the republicans have of getting any of the 
votes of the people of the west, and of 
some sections of the east as well, was by 
sliding ‘back to the international bimetal- 
lism straddle. He tvid the president that 
the recent failures ad reduction of, wages 
in New England wer. opening the eyes of 
the people of even tht section to the dan- 
gers of the goldstan ird, and he made as 
good a speech about he necessary results 
of that policy as any ‘emocrat ever did. It 
was McKinley’s day for silver and with 
characteristic equan’imity he agreed with 
everything the New Hampshire senator had 
to say. He patted Candler on the back, 
talked of ‘how thoroughly they agreed on 
all the essentials of republican faith and 
jolied his visitor so completely that when 
the senator came out from the sacred por- 
tals he gave out this statement: 

‘The president stands firmly in favor of 
international bimetaliism as promised by 
the St. Louis platform. Heconsiders the 
negotiations with the European powers 
onty temporarily suspended on account of 
the peculiar condition of affairs in India, 
and it is dhe president’s intention to again 
send his envoys to Burope as soon as the 
conditions are favorable for continuing ne- 
gotiations.” 

Senator Chandler added the opinion that 
the president is as firmly in favor of bi- 
metaHism—‘“‘the use «f both metals as 
standard money’’—as fhe senator himself. 
This means that Gag: <¢the*man who must 
now be pacified and ‘t@morrow McKinley 
will perform that act by tatxing gold to 
him. How long this little gamecan be 
kept up is an interesting problem. The re- 
publican politicians are bound to keep their 
president and thelr party to the straddle 
policy so far as open declarations go, and 
if Gage doesn't like it, they will be delight- 
ed to see that his resignation is accepted 
as soon as it is sent in. 

Nothing could be sillier than the republi- 
can talk that the silver men are trying to 
stir up strife between McKinley and Gage. 
The silver men are supremely happy at the 
present status... They have been trying 
hard for a long time to force the republi- 
cans to open acknowledgment of the gold 
standard and they regard Gage and his 
declarations as a Christmas present from 
an all-wise and merciful providence. 

It is the republican politicians who are 
going to. force Gage, if he is the man his 
friends say hefs, out of the cabinet. As 
long as he will stand the McKinley jollies 
he will stay, but when Nhe sees the double 
game being played by the president he will 
throw up his office in disgust. The republi- 
cans would rejoice in the prospect if it 
were not that the harm has already been 
done. Gage has given away the state se- 
cret of the administration pledges to the 
gold element and the country will hold the 
administration and the party to them, no 
matter what changes there may be in the 
cabinet.

RETIRED OFFICER 
IS PUT ON TRIAL 


Major Esterhazey, of the French Army, 
Faces a Courtmartial. 


GREAT CROWDS ARE PRESENT 


Most Important Witness Testifies Be- 
hind Closed Doors. 


THE DREYFUS CASE IS BROUGHT UP 


Investigation Attracts Attention of 
the Entire Republic and Grows ~™ 
in Interest. 


Paris, January 10.—The trial by court 
martial of Major Count Ferdinand Walsin 
Esterhazey, the retired offieer of the French 
army, who came into prominence in the 
latter part of November last through the 
publication by Figaro of a number of let- 
ters which the count is alleged to have 
admitted writing, reflecting in strong terms 
upon France and the French army, was 
opened at 9 o'clock this morning under the 
presidency of General de Luxe. 

Among those who filled the hall were 
Mme. Dreyfus, wife of Alfred Dreyfus, the 
former captain of French artillery, now un- 
dergoing imprisonment for life after having 
been convicted of selling important French 
military plans to agents of a foreign power, 
with which affair Esterhazey is said to have 
been connected, the brothers of Mme. Drey- 
fus, Senator Trarieux, the former minister 
of justice, who last week wrote asking for 
the postponement of the court martial on 
the grownd that to try the case in its pres- 
ent shape only means asking the count to 
confirm the guilt of Dreyfus and many offi- 
cers and deputies. 

Count Esterhazey appeared in uniform and 
escorted by republican guards. 

The clerk of the court said the court 
martial was held in order to end the con- 
tradictory rumors which had been spread by 
the excited public. Thereupon Maitre 
Laborie, counsel for Mme. Dreyfus, asked 
permission to take part in the arguments. 
Counsel for Matthieu Dreyfus, brother of 
the prisoner of Devil's Island, also asked 
permission to appear during the proceed- 
ings. 

The court rejected both applications. 

Counsel for the government said a public 
trial might be inimical to the interests of 
the national defense and demanded a secret 
hearing. 

The court decided by a majority of five to 
two that the trial might be public until 
the moment when the publicity might ap- 
pear to prejudice the national défense. 

The court -having thus yielded to public 
opinion, the report of the investigating 
officer, Major Ravary, was read. It com- 
pletely whitewashed Count Esterhazey and 
was gSenerally regarded as being a serious 
indictment of Colonel Picquart, whose ar- 
rest when this trial is finished is antici- 
pated. 

Colonel Picquart, according to The In- 
transigeant, was in the latter part of 
November seitencéd to thirty days’ deten- 
tion in a fortress. He was an officer sum- 
moned from the United States to Paris in 
connection with the Dreyfus affair, and his 
Statements were reported to be the basis 
of the accusations brought against Ester- 
hazey. 

The report of Major Ravary does not 
adduce much evidence, except the declara- 
tion of the experts that the famous bor- 
dereau (note) was written by Count Ester- 
hazey. It contains tthe count’s protest 
against the ‘“calumnious imputations” 
made by Colonel Picquart, who, it appears 
Without authority, caused ihim to be 
shadowed. ‘he report observes that the 
colonel in the soul of the present agita- 
tion, and that he is guilty of serious short- 
comings and indiscretions. 

Upon one occasion, it is pointed out, 
when his Superors urged him not to per- 
sist, he exclaimed: . 

“Oh, they won’t do anything up there 
but I will compel them to act.” 

The report continues with the Statement 
that Colonel Picquart in 1896 was sur- 
prised while examining secret documents 
belonging to the general Staff, and con- 
cludes: 

“Every step taken in this 
which caused such anguish to all really 
French hearts, is intended to obtain a 
reversal of a judgment legally and justly 
pronounced. No-tangible judicial] proof of 
Major Esterhazey’s guilt is forthcoming 
nor is ‘there adequate evidence to support 
the charge of high treagon.”’ 

The court then adjourned until 2 o'clock. 

When the trial was resumed Major Ester- 
hazey testified that became aware of 
the plot against him through anonymous 
letters, which led to hie meeting an un- 
known veiled woman.

“Of all the infamies of which I am the 
victim, Weil's treason gives me the most 
pain. I rendered him services of which I 
will not state the nature here. I am not a 
coward and a traitor.” 

The major’s remarks brought forth cheers 
from the audience. 

Colonel Picquart was the next witness 
and the court, after a hasty delfoeration, 
decided to take his testimony behind closed 
doors. The court was then cleared. 

This decision to conceal] the evidence of 
the most important witness of the trial 
caused much dissatisfaction. 

The general impression is that the day’s 
proceedings revealed the utter hollowness 
of the Dreyfus charges against Esterhazy 
and the flimsiness of the reasons for their 
belief in the innocence of Dreyfus. The 
evidence of Matthieu Dreyfus was ex- 
ceedingly weak. 


PEOFLE’S PARTY MEETS TODAY. 


Washburn, of Boston, Says the Gath- 
ering Will Be Important One. 

Boston, Janvary 10.—Interesting develop- 
ments are expectcc at the meeting of the 
reorganization committee of the people's 
party, which is to be held at St. Louts 
tomorrow. Members of the national com- 
mittee and other prominent leaders of the 
sarty will be present at the gathering, 
which is the outgrowth of the Nashville 
conference held last February. 

Shertly after the close of the national 
campaign, George F. Washburn, of Bos- 
ton, member of the national executive com- 
mittee, issued an appeal urging populists 
to break away from the democrats and 
conduct their fight independently. Ile 
favored the conference at Nashville, 
which the present reorganization commit- 
tee was created. 

In November the executive committee 
met and issued a call for the full commit- 
tee to come together tomorrow, recom- 
mending that they issue a call for a nomi- 
nating convention to be held next spring 
for the purpose of adopting a platform ana 
placing .a presidential candidate in the field. 
This has again aroused Mr. Washburn, who 
coftitends that if a nominating convention 
was called by any other authority than 
the national committee it would mean a 
national bolt and the organization of a sep- 
arate party. He, therefore, urges that a 
joint meeting of the two committees above 
referred to be held in the spring, that the 
proposed nominating convention be aban- 
doned and that a plan of action for the 
party be outlined and adopted. He says: 


“How shall we preserve our party unit and 
remedy the misfortunes that have resulted 
from fusion? These are the problems that 
are agitating our party today. It is evi-. 
dent that the blighting period of inactivity 
must cease at once.

At a Banquet the Citizens Express 
Their Feelings. 


A HAPPY ENDING OF SCARE 


Making Known to the World That the 
Plague Did Not Come. 


MEN AND POSTAL MEN 


They Are Invited to the Dining and 
Make a Thankful Response—Rus- 
sell’s Eloquent Words. 


Meridian, Miss., January 10.—{Special.)— 
The good people of Meridian celebrated in 
right royal manner tonight their deliver- 
ance from a visitation of the dreaded plague 
—yellow fever—which scourged numerous 
sections of Mississipp!. Alabama and Louls- 
fana during the autumn just closed. 

In the spacious dining rooms of the Grand 
Avenue hotel the representative citizens 
and business men of Meridian—self-con- 
stituted hosts—made their guests, the lead- 
ing officials of the various systems of rail- 
Way converging here, the heads of postal 
departments, . the members of the state 
board of health, the member's of the city 
board of health and the members of the 
municipal boards feel that they appreciated 
the efforts individually and collectively put 
forth by them to the end that Meridian 
might be spared an affliction which at one 
time seemed to be inevitable. 


How the Idea Originated. 

The idea of appropriately celebrating the 
escape from a visitation of the plague 
originated in the midst of the fight to Keep 
it out of this section when the railway and 
postal authorities were co-operating hearti- 
ly with the local and state boards of health 
in everything that had to do with the at- 
tainment of the end in view. It was agreed 
then by several gentlemen who were bear- 
ing an active part in the campaign that at 
the close thereof, if success should crown 
their labors, the victory would be ap- 
propriately celebrated, and the banquet to- 
night is a carrying out of this agreement. 


The Committee of Arrangements. 


The committee of arrangements was com- 
posed of Hon. E. J. Martin, president of 
the city council and postmaster, chairman, 
Hon. A. J. Russell, assistant general coun- 
sel for the Mobile and Ohio railroad, and 
Mr. J. H. Wright, vice president of the 
Meridian National bank. These were the 
originators of the movement, and assisted 
by the business men of Meridian, who were 
cordial in their indorsement of the idea, 
made the banquet the success it was. 

Covers were laid for 10 guests and at 9 
o’clock all had assembled and the dining 
rooms were well filled Manager L. H. 
Hulse had prepared a most excellent menu. 
swhich was served by a competent force of. 
waiters. The guests did full justice to the 
elaborate spread and at its close were just 
in the’ humor to listen to after-dinner 
epeeches over their wine and cigars. 


An Eloquent Toastmaster. 


Toastmaster Russell in a neat speech 
gave the history of the movement result- 
ing in the celebration and expressed, on 
behalf of the people of Meridian generally 
and the shippers particularly, gratitude to 
those whose personal efforts stayed the 
blighting hand_of the yellow invader, re- 
ferring in feeling terms to the days when 
he and his colaborers—the guests of honor 
on this occasion—remained in Meridian and 
persistently opposed the “insidious advance 
of the plague. He pointed out that the con- 
duct of the railroad people in this crisis in 
Meridian’s history was demonst&ative of 
the fact that a growing city’s best friends, 
and the most potent factors in her develop- 
ment, are the railroads; that the interests 
of the one are the interests of the other and 
that the welfare of the one is bound up in 
the welfare of the other. He expressed 
the hope that this celebration would mark 
the beginning of a closer relationship be- 
tween Meridian and the railroads center- 
ing here that could but be beneficial to 
beth and would result in Meridian’s rapid 
material development. 

Captain John W. Fewell, counsel for the 
Queen and Crescent System, responded to 
the remarks made by Toastmaster Russell 
and on behalf of the railroad expressed a 
kindly feeling for Meridian and her people 
and appreciation of the uniform courtesy 
which had been accorded his constituents 
by Meridian. He felt sure that this demon.

During January 9th the fort was relieved 
by Captain O’Ryan in command of the lo- 
cal guerriila forces of Niquera and a de- 
tachment of Spanish infantry, r@er@drced 
by two cannons. The Spaniards then at- 
tacked the insurgent earthworks and are 
said to have compelled the enemy to re- 
treat with sevtre loss. The garrison of the 
fort host seventeen men and had thirty- 
three men wounded.

Washingtom, January 10.—Rev. Bishop 
Merrill, D.D., of Chicago, delivered the 
invocation at the opening of the senate 

today. 

A bill was reported favorably from the 
Indian committee, prohibiting railroad 
companies from charging more than 3 cents 
a mile for passengers through Indian Ter- 
ritory. 

A resolution looking to the filtration of 
the water used in the city of Washington 
caused Senator Hale, before it was referred 
to the District of Columbia committee, to 
say that in no other part of the United 
tates is a city whose citizens are so im- 
posed upon and abused-in the matter of 
water supply as are the citizens of Wash- 
ington. 

“We are confronted with bad, foul wa- 
ter,”’ said he, “so filthy, indeed, as to make 
it dangerous to drink and irksome even 
to take a bath.”’ 

At 12:30 o’clock p. m., on motion of Mr. 
Davis, of Minnesota, chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, the senate 
went into executive session to consider the 
Hawaiian annexation treaty. 

Immediately after the treaty was called 
up, Senator Pettigrew offered his motion 
for conducting the debate on it with open 

- doors, which was antagonized by Senator 
Davis, chairman of the committee on for- 
eign relations, and others, the principal 
portion of the debate for the first two 
hours of the session being upon this mo- 
tion. It was eontended on the one hand 
that there was no reason for observing 
secrecy in presenting the question. because 
as was alleged, there was no point involv- 
ed which had not been thoroughly can- 
vassed before, and which might not be dis- 
cussed before the world at large. On e 
other hand, it was held that the Chinese 
question, which would necessarily enter 
into the discussion, might prove to be 
somewhat delicate, 

The opinion was also expressed that the 
debating of the treaty in open senate would 
have the effect of prolonging the final de- 
termination indefinitely. 

A majority of those favoring open doors 
are opposed to ratification, but not all of 
‘them are on that side of the main contro- 
versy. 

The senate decided against an open ses- 
sion and at 3:45 p. m. adjourned.

several days. These bodies are purely ad- 
visory and the conclusions they have reach- 
ed must be submitted to the general con- 
ference of the two churches for ratification. 
The committees met in executive session 
with closed doors and decided to give out 
nothing official as to their findings. Bishop 
Granberry representing the southern church 
and Rev. Dr. Cooke representing the north- 
ern church have been appointed to draft 
a statement of the result of their findings 
for submission to the general confer- 
ences, and that statement has not yet 
been completed. 

However, the attitude of the churches 
one with the other is pretty clearly out- 
lined above. On minor, though ftmportant, 
details of their work the two bodies are 
getting gradually together; on what amal- 
gamationists have termed the main ques- 
tion they are as far apart as ever, and 
in the very nature of things this will con- 
tinue to be for some time if not all time, 
or until that happy period when there is 
an amalgamation of all Protestant 
churches. 


Organics Union Not Discussed. 


The question of organic union of the two 
churches has not been discussed by the 
committees which have just finished their 
sitting here. Four topics have consumed 
the time of the visiting clergy and lay- 
men: Union in mission work, a’ uniform 
hymnal, a uniform form of service for all 
Methodist.churches, and co-operation in 
support of the Methodist university and 
in Epworth League work. 

The representatives of the north and of 
the south have been pretty well together 
on all these propositions. The most im- 
portant result of the meeting has been an 
agreement that neither church shall enter 
a field in which the other has become estab- 
lished. This means a practical union of 
forces in a way that will prevent clashes 
in both domestic and foreign fields. <As to 
the form of worship, a practical agreement 
has been reached and also as to the 
hymnal. The details of the agreement with 
regard to the proposed university have not 
been given out—if formal agreement was 
reached. : 

The Methodist Episcopal (northern) 
church was represented in these meetings 
by Bishops Hurst, Merrill and Ninde; Rev. 
Dr. Wilson, of Washington; Rev. Mr. 
Cooke, of Chattanooga, and Rev. Mr. Jack- 
son, of Chicago, and by Judge Muller, of 
Covington; Judge Murray, of Pennsylvania, 
and Judge Sweet, of Topeka, as lay mem- 
bers. For the southern church there have 
been Bishops Granberry, Hargrove and 
Duncan; Rev. Dr. Hoss, of Nashville, Rev. 
Dr. McDonald, of Savannah, and Rev. Dr. 
Dye and Judge Walter Clark, Professor R. 
W. Jones and Judge Holt, of Texas. 

While there has been much talk, es- 
pecially among the northern churches and 
among laymen in some parts of the south 
about ultimate organic union of the two 
great branches of Methodism, that was 
not ‘taken into consideration at all in the 
work of these committees and what was 
done can hardly be said to have any 
bearing at all on that question. While those 
who have urged organic union take every 
step toward more complete fraternization 
in their work as meaning just another step 
toward the end they desire, the facts do 
‘mot seem to warrant their assumptions. 


The Southern Church Against Union. 


The southern church is almost a unit 
against the proposition. Leaders of the 
church say that while here and there some 
such sentiment manifests itself, it is among 
people who, when explained the exact situa- 
tion, are weaned from their views. The 
southerners declare thar in the very nature 
of the case there can be no change in the 
relations of the two organizations, and in 
support of their position tell the history of 
the separation and the efforts that have 
been made at amalgamation. 

The last southern man who was elected 
a bishop by the general conferonce of the 
then united church was Bishop Andrew. 
That was in 1832, and it was over this 
same eminent Georgian that twelve years 
later the split came. The story of the con- 
ference of 1344 is familiar to most members 


of the church. It was held in New York. 

Bish Andrew had married a iady who

The Fight Against Bishop Andrew. 

So strong was the feeling among north- 
ern Methodists against Bishop Andrew that 
they adopted, by a majority vote in that 
general conference of 1844, a resolution the 
effect of which wag to depose the bishop. 
The southern members of the conference 
had chafed under the absolute domination 
which the northerners were exercising over 
the affairs of the church by their solid anti- 
south vote, and they protested that the con- 
ference had no right by a majority vote to 
depose a bishop; that he must be given an 
opportunity for frial and defense, and that 
unless this were done there must be sepa- 
ration. 

The absolute futility of getting together 
was apparent and articles of separation 
were accordingly drawn up. These were 
adopted by a vote of nineteen-twentieths 
of the general conference. Later the north- 
ern branch sought to brand the southern 
as secession'sts and there was a lawsuit 
over the property d@sposed of in the agrec- 
ment reached by the conference. The su- 
preme court of the United States unani- 
mously sustained the contention of the 
southerners and they got their share of the 
property. 

Though acting as separate bodies, the two 
churches here always sustained fraternal 
relations. They got somewhat apart after 
the war, when the northern church, in the 
full flush of the victory, entered the 
south in the hope of becoming the domi- 
nant church there. The northern church 
has a fair membership in some parts of the 
south, but the southern church is, in point 
of numbers among the white people. the 
dominant church in the southern states. 


Some of the Reasons Why. 


In explaining why the southern church 
is against amalgamation and will probably 
always be, a leading divine of that church 
said to me: ‘There are several reasons, all 
of them good. In the first place, the idea 
of a great membership in point of members 
does not appeal to us. We do not see how 
any better results would be obtained by 
organic union of the two churches, even if 
we were homogeneous in every respect. 
Then,” he continued, ‘“‘the northerners have 
not changed the position they maintained 
in the conference of 1844 when they con- 
tended that by a majority vote of the gen- 
eral conference they could depose a bishop. 
We hold now, as we did then, that a bishop 
once chosen remains a bishop for life unless 
removed for cause determined by a trial 
in which he is given the opportun.ty of de- 
fense. Our northern brethren would have 
an overwhelming majority in general con- 
ference if we were to go together and if 
they so considered could easily prevent the 
election of any southern man to the bishop- 
ric, as they dd for a good many years. I 
do not say that I think they would do that, 
but they would have the power and there 
might come a time when we would be in 
the same position that we were during the 
twelve years following B'shop Andrew's 
election when we got no bishops and had 
no part in the affairs of the church. 

Sex and the Race Problems. 

‘“‘However,”’ continued this speaker, 
“there are weightier reasons than any of 
those I have cited—weightier at least than 
any others except that of the fundamental 
difference over the tenure of the bishops. 
The northern church has two problems 
facing it, neither of which do we care to 
assume. One of these is the Woman qucs- 
tion. Whether they shall admit women 
as delegates to their general conference is 
just now a very live question with them, 
and we do not care to assumg it, fer we 
have no such question in the south. Then 
tney have a race question, and We have 
ro such question in our church. I often 
latgh at my northern friends and tell 
them that they have stolen the race ques- 
tion from us. Many of them would like 
to rid themselves of it, but they can’t. We 
sympathize with them, but do not care to 
assume that problem either.’’ 

Explaining what he meant by a race 
problem, he referred to the fact that the 
generat conference of the northern church 
ras about sixty colored members, and 
said that many of the conservative men 
of the northern church maintained that 
this membership brings down the genera! 
average in the conference: that these col- 
ored votes had mare*sthan once been used 
very much after the manner of southern 
delegates to a republican national conven- 
tion to further the interests of designing 
men. 

As for the southern church, their problem 
was solved for them when, after the war, 
about half of the 250,000 negroes in their 
missions went off to the northern church 
on the idea of getting away from every- 
thing that bore relation to the old state. 
Qut of the remaining 150,000 or so the 
southern church created the colored Meth- 
odist church of the south and set it 
with property valued at a quarter 
million dollars. That church has its 
organization and has had a steady 
vigorous growth. The Methodist church 
svuth still maintains an interest in it as 
is eviderced by the recent erection of a 
$25,000 building at its college which is 
located at Augusta 


Northern Men Would Like Union. 


The centiment among members of the 
northern church in favor of organic union 
is very strong. Men like Bishop Foster, of 
3oston, and Bishop Hurst, of Washington, 
and others of the conservative element, 
want it because they believe the addition of 
the southern church would bring to the 
body an element of conservatism which 
they believe would be beneficial: others 
favor the amalgamation simply on the idea, 
that in numbers there is strength; still 
others think it would be a good thing 
because it would result in economy. 

The reason why the southern church will 
probably always be found opposed to the 
proposition have been given. The southern 
men feel that with a homogeneous mem- 
bership and working in a territory which 
they understand, they will be able to do 
more rea! good than could be done in the 
same territory and with the same resources 
under an amalgamation. With an agree- 
ment on the line of that reached by these 
committees that there shall be no further 
rivalries over territory, that neither shall 
enter where the other has gained a fair 
foothold, there wll be no clases and the 
resourees of both churches will be used 
to the best advantage without being wasted 
in needless competition: and they feel that 
with these ends attained. it is best for both 
organizations to work out their own des- 
tinies, in thorough accord and in the most 
fraternal spirit, but apart. OHL.

Washington, January 10.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel Livingston bears with equanimity the 
news of the candidacy of Tom Felder. He 
says he receives by every mail assurances 
of support from prominent men, not only 
from other parts of the district, but from 
Fulton county, and it is evident that he 
proposes to make a hard fight for Fulton's 
delegates, ag well as those from the other 
counties. 

Today. he’ received Tom’s letter of an- 
nouncement and challenge for joint debates. 
He showed me the letter he has written in 
reply, and here is a copy of it: 

“Hon. T. B. Felder, Jr:, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your leiter 
of the 7th instant, in which you state that 
you have ‘announced your candidacy for 
congress from the fifth district, subject, of 
course, to the action of the democratic con- 
vention,’ and that you ‘will be pleased to 
méet and discuss with me the political is- 
sues of the day.’ I take it for granted that 
you have extended the same invitation to 
the other gentlemen who have announced 
their candidacy for the same_office, and 
that it is your idea that the democratc 
nominee for the fifty-sixth congress shall 
be settled by a democratic primary, under 
the direction of the democratic congress:ion- 
al committee for the fifth district in all the 
counties of the district.

“But I will find 
time soon as possible to say something 
about the insinuations against me. I am 
not afraid to go before the people of the 
entire district on my record in congress 
and have no fear of the result.” 

How Akerman Won the Place. 

The republican machine is upset by the 
appointment of Walter Akerman for post- 
master at Cartersville, but no effort will be 
made to defeat his confirmation. 

All of the republican leaders of the state 


had united in their support of John Craw- 
ford and everybody thought he would get 
the office. There was much surprise at the 
announcement of Akerman’s appointment 
and the politicians were at sea as to its 
meaning. 

It has developed that the appointment was 
a personal one with the president and was 
made on the request of Akerman’s mother, 
the widow of the Georgian who was attor- 
ney general of the United States under 
Grant. 

Mrs. Akerman saw the president at Lake 
Champlain last summer and secured his 
promise of the place for her son. 


Adamson Secures Appropriation. 

The house committee on appropriations 
reached a favorable agreement on a propo- 
sition to appropriate $2,000 to complete the 
public building at’ Columbus. The reports 
from the office of the supervising architect 
stated that this sum will complete the 
building. 

Congressman Adamson is also making an 
effort by special act to secure enough mon- 
ey to enlarge the building. 

Judge Adamson has introduced a special 
bill providing for the improvement of the 
Chattahoochee from West Point to Frank- 
lin. 

In view of the talk of the republicans of 
starting their economy by omitting a river 
and harbor appropriation bill, he thought 
it best to introduce a special bill covering 
this work. 

LaGrange Postoffice Fight. 

The LaGrange postoffice fight is still un- 
settled. General Longstreet was closeted 
with Postmaster General Gary today urg- 
ing the appointment of Professor Whelchel, 
but no decision has been reached in the 
case. 

Chairman Johnson will go over the pa- 
pers with the general to see if any agree- 
ment can be reached, but the local repub- 
licans are for either Mrs. Awtry or Mr. 
Jacoby and now that the Farrow appoint- 
ment at Gainesville has been announced, it 
looks as if the general's effort to land 
Whelchel would fail.

SANGUILLY REACHES MEXICO. 


Cuban General Says He] Failed To Land 
at Havana. 


San Antonio, Tex., January 10.—A spe- 
cial to The Express from Tampico, Mexi- 
co, says Major General Julio Sanguilly was 
a passenger on the Ward Line steamer 
Saratoga, arriving there this afternoon. 

He stated that he left New York ostensi-

Mass Meeting Passes Resolutions 
Touching Anti-Hanna Men. 


CoNimbus, Ohio, January 10.—The mass 
republican convention at the aud-to- 
rium this afternoon was the largest 
@issemblage ever known in the history of 
the city. The capacity of the auditor.um is 
5,000. All the standing room was taken and 
many thousands were unable to gain ad- 
mittance. a 

The meeting lasted from 3 to 6 o’clock p. 
m. with unbroken enthusiasm and intense 
indignation throughout its proceedings. 
There were repeated scenes of hissing when 
the names of Governor Bushnell, Mr. Kurtz 
and others were mentioned. The terms 
““traitorys,’’ ‘‘Judas’’ and the like were fre- 
quently used in responses from the audi- 
ence. Several of the speakers referred to 
Senator Foraker in connection with the rev- 
Olution inf the party. The audience was 
in close and deep sympathy with the in- 
tense and bitter utterances of most of the 
speakers. 

As Chairman and Congressman Weaver 
came upon the platform tre Tippecanoe 
Ciub, of Cleveland, and the Business Men’s 
League, of the city, entered the hall and 
there was a wild scene for some minutes. 
As soon as order could be restored Judge 
Nash addressed the audience as follows: 

““Republicams of Ohio—For the first time 
in the histery of the republican party in 
this state you have been cailed by your 
executive committee to meet in mass con- 
vention. This was extraordinary action on 
the part of the committee, and can only be 
justified by the existence of grave danger.

GOVERNOR ATKINSON CALLED UPON FOR AID 


The Dawson Guards, at 3 O’Clock 
This Morning, Begin the Peril- 
ous March. 


Dawson, Ga,, January 10.—(Speciaz)— 
This town has on a warlike appe : 
tonight, and excitement is intense. 

The Dawson Guards, under comm 
Captain Clarks, have been ordered bg Colo- 
nel Varnadoe, of the Fourth resiabat. to 
proceed at 3 o’clock in the mofgning to 
Morgan, county site of Calhoug county. 
There they will, with Sheriff Davis, of 
Calhoun county, escort three /prisoners— 
Jesse Handy, John Bailey am@ General 
Fisher, negroes, -who with Jack Ingram, a 
young white man, are accused of the as- 
gassination of Julian King, a /prominent 
young planter of Calhoun couhty, a few 
weeks ago. s 
Dastardly Murder. 

The murder was a particularly dastardly 
one, being enone gay when King 
was walking with fri , and was utterly 
unaware of his peril. It has developed since 
that the provocation for the offense was 
trivial. Immediately after the crime the 
four men were incareerated in the Calhoun 
county jail, but threats of mob violence at 
the hands of King’s friends, necessitated 
their removal to Terrell county for safe 
keeping. When the time*of their trial 
drew near, Judge Spence was assured that 
it would be courting a lynching bee to try 
the men without military protection, and 
he deferred the trial until this could be 
secured. 

Guarded by Military. 

Their trial is about to begin in Calhoun 
county, and at Governor Atkinson’s direc- 
tion the Guards are to escort the prisoners 
to Morgan. This will be a most perilous 
expedition, 

In a remarkably brief space of time, the 
fact that the militia had been ordered out 
was noised about this section. All today 
and yesterday strangers from Early county, 
King’s former home, have been hanging 
around the town, making inquiries as to 
the streng*h and caliber of the Guards, and 
Otherwise so conducting themselves as to 
lead to the belief that they were emissaries 
of the mob. They refused to register at 
the hotel, paying their bills in advance. 
One of them remarked to a well-known 
citizen that the accused men were as good 
as dead if They were released or given any 
sentence short of death by the court. 

The Worst Is Feared. 

The suspicious characters have increased 
~ in Mumbers during the day, and the worst 
is feared on the soldiers’ early tramp to- 
morrow morning. The militia is composed 
of the best young men of Dawson, who will 
perform their duty at al hazards; but the 
forests between kere end Morgan, where 
the court is held, eo abound with favorable 
places for ambusgade, that a clash be- 
tween a determined mob and the soldiers 

is almost certain to occur. 

There is talk of increasing the escort, 
but no definite action has been taken yet. 
At a late hour the Early county inen had 
begun to leave town. 


MILL NOW RUN BY ELECTRICITY 


Management of the Muscogee Mill 
Makes Important Change. 

Columbus, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)— 
When the 400 looms and intermediate ma- 
chinery at No. 3 mill, at the Muscogee 
Manufacturing plant, started up this morn- 
ing, electricity was the motive power that 
operated it all. A 250-horse power motor, 
In the basement of the mill, succeeds the 
big steam plant by which the mill has been 
operated in the past. The motor is con- 
nected by wire with the plant of the 
Brush Plectric Light and Power Company, 
on the Chattahoochee river, a quarter of 
a mile away. This cotton mill is the only 
one in Georgia, s0 far as is known, that is 
operated by electricity. Quite a number of 
mills in the Carolinas are run in this 
manner, but this is the first time that elec- 
tricity has been adopted for this purpose 
on such a large scale in this state. The 
management of the Muscogee mill, which 
és among the largest manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the city, decided to make 
this change because electricity is cheaper 
than steam power. The power is steadier 
in its nature than that furnished by steam, 
and the motor takes up but little room 
and there are other advantages. The mo- 
tor is giving entire satisfaction. A number 
of smaller industries in Columbus are run- 
ning by electricity, but this is the largest 
scale on which it has been adopted be- 
fore. 


New Council To Retrench. 


Columbus, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)— 
Considerable interest is attached to the re- 
port of the police committee of council, 
which will be submitted Wednesday night, 
at which recommendations as to the num- 
ber and pay of policemen for the year 1898 
will be made. The new council has shown 
a disposition to retrench by cutting a third 
off the mayor’s salary at the very start, 
and speculation is rife as to whether the 
-reduction will continue through all the de- 
partments of city service. It is stated by 2 
member of the committee that it will recom- 
mend that the same number of officers be 
employed. No intimation is given of the at- 
titude of the committee as to the salaries.

Judge Felton, of the Macon superior 
court, has issued an order authorizing 
Sheriff Wesicott or any of his deputies 
to go after Reid, and Principal Keeper of 
the Penitentiary Turner has directed the 
convict camp authorities to deliver Reid 
to Sheriff Westcott or his ceputies, 

It will be remembered that Reid shot and 
killed L. W. Halstead at a ten-cent circus 
in Macon last spring fcr alleged insults of- 
fered to Mrs. Reid. Reid was convicted 
of manslaughter and sentenced to the pen- 
itentiary fcr three years. At the time 
Reid shot Halstead, Reid’s friend, Bob 
Dennington, is said to have been with 
Reid, having accompanied him to the cir- 
cus. When the grand jury indicted Reid, 
it also indicted Dennington and Mrs. 
Reid. 

Dennington has been in the Bibb jail 
ever since the homicide. His trial is set 
for next Monday in Bibb superior court. 

Mrs. Reid will be tried after Dennington. 
Reid will be kept in the Bibb jaii during 
his stay in Macon. Reid and Dennington

WANTS ANOTHER CIRCUIT JUDGE 


What Effect Would Such a Fact Have 
on the Present District Judges? 
Macon, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)—In- 
formation has been received in Macon that 
Congressman Bartlett has introduced a 
bill in congress to provide for an additional 
circuit judge in the fifth judicial circuit. 
This news will excite public interest in 
Georgia. 
Six states compose the fifth circult, to- 
wit: Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Texas. There are 
only two circuit judges in the fifth circuit, 
Don. A. Pardee and A. P. McCormick. 
When they sit In court of appeals they 
have to invite @ third fudge to sit with 
them. Some time ago they invited Judge 
Emory Speer, of Macon, judge of the 
southern circuit of Georgia and ex-officio 
circuit judge. Judge Speer presided with 
Pardee and McCormick at New Orleans. 
If Congressman Bartlett's bill passes, mak- 
ing a third circuit’ judge who will be ap- 
pointed, will Judge Speer be advanced? 
The salary of a circuit judge is $6,000 per 
annum and of a district judge $5,000. Some 
time ago estranged relations existed be- 
tween Judge Speer and Congressman Bart- 
lett. It is not knciwn here how Congress- 
man Bartlett’s bill, to make a new circuit 
judge, can affect Judge Speer or his court, 
except by promoting Judge Speer. Some 
circuits have more than two judges, and 
Congressman Bartlett may think the fifth 
circuit is large ‘enough to have three 
judges.

The Carter Courtmartial To Be Taken Up 
on Wednesday. 


CAREER REGARDED ALL RIGHT 


Speut More Money Than His Salary 
Amounted To. 


| 


HE WAS APPOINTED TO HIGH MISSIONS 


Then Charges Began To Pour in 
Against Him and He Was Order- 
ed Before a Courtmartial. ~ 


Savannah, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)— 
The assertion of Colonel Thomas F. Barr, 
judge advocate, that there would be no 
further postponement of the courtmartial 
of Captain O. M. Carter, has set doubts on 
that score at rest, and on Wednesday the 
most notable trial in army circles in years 
will begin. 

So extensively have the facts in the case 
been exploited that they are largely famil- 
jar to the public. But a brief reference for 
explanation will not be amiss. Captain 
Carter, who had for twelve years been en- 
gaged in constructing the Savannah harbor, 
the works at Cumberland sound or Fernan- 
dina harbor, and other ‘less important 
works on the Georgia coast, was last sum- 
mer appointed military attache at the court 
of St. James. New honors followed. He 
was made a member of the Nicaragua 
canal commission, and subsequently sent 
to Stockholm as representative from the 
United States to the convention upon the 
subject, of tests of cement and other 
materials. 


Charges Are Preferred. 


While on his return from Stockholm to 
assume his duties on :the commission Cap- 
tain Cassius E. Gillette, his successor in 
Savannah, who canie from San Francisco, 
backed by the testimony of two clerks in 
the Office, one of them formerly Captain 
Carter’s confidential secretary, J. W. O. 
Sterley, prepared charges of conspiracy, 
embezzlement, conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman, etc., against Cap- 
tain Carter, and filed them in Washington. 
A board of inquiry, composed of Colonel 
George L. Gillespie and Majors Charles W. 
Raymond and Henry M. Adams, was ap- 
pointed to Jook into Captain Géllette’s 
charges. This they did, occupying about 
two months, and made a report without 
recommendation, submitting the testimony 
to the war department. The matter was 
turned over to the judge advocate general’s 
department, and after a month or more of 
consideration, charges, four in number, 
with from ten to thirty specifications un- 
der each, covering some fifty or sixty 
typewritten pages, were formulated, and 
a courtmartial ordered. 

What the Charges Are. 

The charges include conspiracy with the 
contractors whereby a cheaper grade of 
material tham that contracted for is claim- 
ed to have been furnished to the loss of 
the government: embezzlement, which 
technically considered is the paying out of 
public funds under a contract which was 
considered void by reason of the contract 
not having been properly carried out; con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentles 
man, a sort of omnibus charge which in- 
cludes all the others, besides the charge of 
absenting himself from his post without 
leave and reporting himself present, and 
misappropriation of public funds or the 
payment of them without authority. 


Resigns To Fight Them. 


In the meantime Captain Carter tendered 
his resignation as a member of the Nica- 
ragua canal commission, and later as mili- 
tary attache at London, and devoted him- 
self to the preparation of his defense. Hle 
has been for the last two or three months 
in almost constant consultation with his 
attorneys, Messrs. Chariton, Mackall & 
Anderson, of this city, and Mr. Abram J. 
Rose, of New York. The recent history of 
the case has given it an imcreased interest. 
For the last month or six weeks Captain 
Carter has been in Savannah devoting nim- 
self to the preparation of his defense. 
With his attorneys he has gone thoroughly 
into every point in the case, has examined 
the record of his office, and has the entire 
data at hand. From all indications, it 
will be a difficult matter to spring any un- 
usual surprises upon him. 

Captain Carter has also engaged a board 
of engineers, men who stand highest in 
their profession, and whose principal work 
has been done upon samy coast harbors, 
where the construction of jetties was thi 
leading feature. These gentlemen are 
Messrs. Georgie Y¥. Wisner, member of 
the deep waterways commission appointed 
by the president; Alexander E. Kastel and 
H. C. Ripley, all members of the Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers. All of them 
have been engaged in constructing har- 
bors either in the gulf of Mexico or in 
Mexican ports. Mr. Wisner rebuilt the jet- 
ties at the mouth of the Mississippi. These 
gentlemen have made thorough and de- 
tailed examination of Captain Carter's 
work, and standing upon their professional 
reputation will make a report of ther find- 
ings and give testimony before the officers 
of the courtmartial. 


The Court Is Ready. 


In the meantime, the prosecution has been 
work, but has had some set- 
back in the sickness of Colonel J. Ww. 
Clous. who was the first judge advocate 
selected. At Colonel Clous’s request the 
trial was postponed from January Sth to 
January 12th, and just before the former 
date he asked to be relieved altogether, 
being then confined to his ‘bed with heart 
and liver troubles.

Barr, assistant judge advocate general, 
was then appointed to take his place, and 
he arrived in Savannah by Way of Wash- 
ington, just three days before the date set 
for the trial to begin. Colonel Barr an- 
nounced on arrival here that there would 
be no further postponement so far as he 
as further delay would be 
manifestly unfair to the accused. Assist- 
ed by Captain Charles McCiure, of the 
Eighteenth infantry, he has gone hard to

tion. Captain Gillette, at his own request, 
it is said, has also been appointed to assist 
the judge advocate. 

There is no question that the sympathy 
of Savannahians is with Captain Carter 
By no means do they look upon him as 
a faultless man, but they know and say 
he has given the port an excellent harbor, 
pronounced by many engineers an extraor- 
dinary piece of work. and 
responsibie for their feeling and judgment 
in the matter. 

An Important Report. 

The report is confidently believed by 
many here that Captain Carter has a se- 
eret enemy or enemies in the war cepart- 
ment in Washington, who either through 
jealousy on account of his former rapid 
rise. or for other reasons not known. are 
seeking his displacement and his dishonor. 
This feeling is true in spite of the fact 
that Captain Gillette has stated and reit- 
erated that

If there were any doubts about the 
true lines of the Chicago declaration 
when it was made, there can be none 
now. Events have justified it. The con- 
dition of the couatry since McKinley was 
elected has vindicated the justice of 
every demand. It is, in truth, a prophet- 
ic document. No democrat has any idea 
of compromising hig principles, and no 
democrat can therefore consent to com- 
promising the Chicago platform. Its dec- 
larations are more pertinent than ever, 
its demands more important. 

This year Alabama will lead the way, 
and Georgia will follow. Alabama has 
her candidate for governor already 
chosen—a good man. and true, who 
stands now, as he stood in 1896, on the 
Chicago platform. In Georgia the people 
will nominate a man whose record will 
be so clear on the currency question 
that no explanation will be required to 
satisfy the public that he is heart and 
soul for the democratic platform. In 
Alabama, the demands of patriotism and 
the instincts of self-preservation have 
recalled the populists to the democrat- 
ic party. ‘The Georgia democrats will 
select some man for governor whose 
name will, in itself, be an assurance 
that an unmistakably genuine friend of 
the people is to be at the head of state 
affairs. It is easy to find such a man. 

And the Chicago platform will be in- 
dorsed unequivocally. Such protests 
as the democratic bolters may make 
against this proceeding will not be made 
in the convention. These bolters cut 
no figure in Georgia. If they come 
back into the democratic party, it will 
not be by way of a compromise of dem- 
ocratic principles either positive or im- 
plied. 

So much may be said in advance; in- 
deed, so much ig necessary to be said 
in order that there may be no misunder- 
standing. ‘Those who can stand on the 
Chicago platform in any emergency 
will be welcome. Those who are dis- 
posed to higgle over it, will be left to 
do their higgling by themselves, 
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Methodist Organic Union Proposed. 

‘There met in Washington, D. C., on 
Friday of last week a joint commission 
representing the two great branches of 
the Methodist Episcopal church in the 
United States. The object which 
brought this commission together was 
to discuss the matter of organic union 
between the two branches, and before 
adjourning on last Tuesday is was de- 
cided to submit a favorable report in 
regard thereto. 

As this is the first official step which 
has yet been taken in the direction of 
organic union since the division of the 
church into its northern and southern 
branches in 1846, the significance of the 
step cannot be overlooked. The move- 
ment looking toward federation orig- 
inated in the last general conference of 
the southern church held in Nashville, 
Tenn.; and subsequently at the general 
conference of the northern church held | 
some months later it also met with the 
favor of that body. In pursuance of 
this harmonious agreement ithe joint 
commission formally met in Washing- 
ton for the purpose of discussing 
the matter thoroughly in advance of 
the approaching sessions of the two 
quadrennial conferences. 

When the church divided in 1846 it 
was on account of the slavery question. 
There was too much sectional feeling 
within the bounds of the church to war- 
rant the maintenance of only one gen- 
eral organization, and accordingly, the 
territory of the church was divided be- 
tween the sections. Within a few years 
from that time the Presbyterians and 
other religious families emulated the ex- 
ample of the Methodists and resolved 
themselves into separate organizations. 
As sectional animosity has gradually 
yielded with the passing years to the 
kindlier spirit of Christian brotherhood, 
there has sprung up in both sections of 
the country a growing desire for amal- 
gamation; and so far as the old griev- 
atices are concerned, there is no reason 
why this desire should not be fully real- 
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that better results can perhaps be accom- 
plished through the maintenance of 
sectional organizations than through 
the maintenance of national organiza- 
tions. Whatever opposition there may 
be at present to religious federation be- 
tween the two sections of the country, 
owes its existence mainly to this con- 
sideration rather than to any lingering 
spirit of sectional animosity. | 
While the joint commission which has 
just completed its labors in Washing- 
ton represents the first official step 
which has yet been taken toward brng- 
ing about organic union between the 
northern and southern branches of the 
Methodist church, it must not be under- 
stood by this observation that the mat- 
ter has never come up before in confer- 
ence discussions. ‘Time and again it 
has been most seriously discussed on 
both sides of the line; and if definite 
official action has been deferred until 
the present time, it is due solely to the 
apprehension that premature haste 
might result in defeating the movement 
altogether. From a religious point of 
view the action of the joint commission 
is fraught with deep significance, not 
only to the cause of Methodism, but also 
to the cause of religion generally in the 
United States. What action the two 
quadrennial conferences will see fit to 
take in the matter at their approaching 
sessions cannot be foreshadowed at tliis 
time, but the vital importance attaching 
thereto makes it certain that the final 
disposition of the matter will be await- 
ed with peculiar interest by all who 
have at heart the welfare of religion. 


As to Great Britain’s Trade. 

On the line of Great Britain’s depen- 
dence upon the United States for both 
industrial and agricultural supplies, it 
is interesting to note the drift of intel- 
ligent comment. One of the most con- 
servative opinions expressed in regard 
to the trade relations existing between 
the United States and Great Britain 
comes editorially from The Review of 
Reviews. 

This leading American periodical pro- 
fesses to see in the developments of the 
past few years unmistakable signs of 
the gradual transfer of the world’s in- 
dustrial supremacy from Great Britain 
to the United States. Says The Review 
of Reviews: 


The balance in favor of the United States 
in the trade of the past year with Europe 
has been of stupendous dimensions, This 
is due chiefly to the foreign demand for 
our breadstuffs and other food supplies. 
England, of course, has for a long time 
been reconciled to the idea of importing the 
larger part of her food supply. But since 
the United States has begun to compete 
s0 formidably in manufactures there has 
arisen no little consternation in the British 
mind. Many signs point to the passing of 
the scepter of industrial supremacy from 
Great Britain to the United States. The 
year 1897 has witnessed the easy triumph of 
the American makers of steel rails over 
English and all other competitors in every 
part of the world. American contractors 
are fitting out electric street railways in 
England, and various American manufact- 
urers of iron and steel dare underselling 
British products, not only in neutral mar- 
kets, but also in the United Kingdom. Re- 
cently reports of the rapid exhaustion of 
England’s coal supply have added to the 
prevailing alarm. The advantage which 
American manufacturers have gained is 
due not merely to the superiority of our 
natural resources as respects the deposits 
of iron ore and coal, but also to the vast 
scale upom which gur industries are organ- 
ized and the superiority of :their appliances. 

What this observant American perioad- 
ical so tersely expresses in the fore- 
going paragraph must coincide with the 
views of every intelligent person upon 
the subject. Great Britain may account 
for her increasing trade with the United 
States on any ground which suits her 
best, but the fact remains that she is 
yearly becoming more and more de- 
pendent upon the resources of this 
country. 
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The South’s Great Industry. 

With the end of each year comes the 
time for recapitulation; and while much 
hag been said during the past few days 
concerning the progress which the south 
has measured along industrial and com- 
mercial lines, in spite of adverse circum. 
stances, there still remains much to be 
said. Especially gratifying has been 
the steady and uninterrupted growth of 
the cotton industry. 

From time to time statistics have been 
cited showing the degree of activity put 
forth by the cotton industry in this sec- 
tion, but necessarily these statistics have 
been meager and incomplete. As the re- 
sult of more deliberate investigation, it 
now appears that even greater progress 
has been measured in the cotton indus- 
try than was at first supposed. Dur- 
ing the year which has just closed not 
less than eighty-six cotton and woolen 
mills have sprung into existence, scat- 
tered mainly over the states of North 
and South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama 
and Texas. Up to October 1, 1897, there 
were 375 cotton and woolen mills in 
the various states of this section, repre- 
senting 3,197,545 spindles and 1,024,482 
bales of cotton consumed during the 
year preceding. As divided among the 
different states, the record for the year 
ending October 1, 1897, is as follows:

Brought down to the present time, 
there are now some 418 cotton and wool- 
en mills in active operation in the south, 
as.thirty-three mills have been erected 
since October 1, 1897. The exact num- 
ber of spindles which these new mills 
represent cannot be given. 

So much for the growth of the cotton 
industry in this section during the past 
year. As compared with the steady 
decline which has characterized the cot- 
ton industry in the New England states, 
it is all the more gratifying and sig- 
nificant. With respect to the gradual 
increase which the cotton industry in 
the south has gained during the past 
decade it is interesting to note that in 
1892 there were barely more than 1,875,- 
000 spindles represented in the entire 
industry. Since that time its growth 
has been as follows: 1893, 2,166,023 
spindles; 1894, 2,291,064 spindles, 1895, 
2,433,284 spindles; 1896, 3,011,196 spindles,

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Dr. R. Q. Mallard, of New Orleans, who 
will preach the anniversary sermon at the 
Central Presbyterian church this morning 
in commemoration of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of Presbyterianism in Atlanta, is one 
of the most distinguished and eloquent of 
southern theologians. Dr. Mallard is by 
no means a stranger in this city. Some 
thirty years ago he occupied the pulpit of 
the Central Presbyterian church and Is 
well remembered by many of our people. 
As a loyal southerner, devoted to “‘the lost 
cause,” he enjoyed the happy and unique 
distinction immediately after the late war 
between the states of delivering the first 
memorial eulogy over the graves of the 
confederate soldiers buried in Atlanta. Dr. 
Mallard is a native of Liberty county, in 
this state, and though he has spent many 
years of his life away from home, he has 
not outlived the attachments of his early 
days. He will be greeted with a large con- 
gregation at the Central Presbyterian 
church this morning and his old friends 
will do all in their power to make his visit 
to Atlanta a pleasant one. Dr. Mallard is 
now well advanced in years, but is still 
characterized by exceptional vigor both of 
mind and body. For several years past he 
has occupied the pulpit of the Napoleon 
avenue Presbyterian church of New Or- 
leans, one of the wealthiest and most in- 
fluential churches of the Crescent City. 


Why should Great Britain take part in 
the partition of China when, for $80,000,000, 
she can have control of the whole country? 
That, says The Philadelphia Public Led- 
ger, seems to be the blunt way of stating 
‘the proposition that she shall loan China 
‘£16,000,000, with the land tax for security. 
This would virtually secure to her the trade 
of the country, which is all she wants, and 
though it would involve her active defense 
of China against the aggressions of the 
other powers, that could probably be ac- 
complished without war. The powers fully 
understand that, while it ts an easy matter 
to carve up China by itself, a similar 
operation on China, backed by England, Is 
avery different affatr. and not to be lightly 
undertaken. As seen at this distance, the 
proposed loan seems to give England all 
the advantage she needs in the diplomatic 
game that is being played in that part of 
the world; but The London Times is wrong 
in promising her “the powerful support of 
the United States government.”’ She must 
fight her own battles, so far as-this country 
is concerned, 


With respect to the recent marked reduc- 
tion of wages in the New England cotton 
mills The Chicago Times-Herald observes: 
“The south is building new cotton mills 
every year for the conversion of the raw 
product of her cotton fields into cloth, and 
it is but a question of a short time when 
the predictions of Watterson and Grady 
made years ago will be partially, if not 
fully, realized in the fransfer of New Eng- 
land’s cotton mill industry to the south. 
The difference in the industrial conditions 
that prevailed in the north and in the 
south made such a transformation inev- 
itable years ago. In the northern and New 
England states the sons and daughters of 
warmers had a large field for their activi- 
ties in those employments that belong to 
our peculiar forms of husbandry. But in 
the south this kind of work was done en- 
tirely by negro labor, leaving very few 
avenues of industrial opportunity open to 
the young men and women. The trans- 
planting of New England’s cotton mill in- 
dustry to southern soil therefore fills a 
great industrial want, and while it menaces 
the supremacy of New England in this 
branch of manufacture, it opens up a great 
future for the new south, increasing oppor- 
tunities for the employment of the people, 
and furnishing a home market for the 
prodyct of the great plantations.” 


Twenty years dgo the first systematic 
attempt to secure definite statistical infor- 
mation in regard to the Hebrew race in the 
United States was made by the board of 
delegates of the American Israelites. As 
the result of that undertaking the Hebrew 
population of the United States was found 
to be 189,756. Another cénsus taken in 1880 
disclosed the fact that it had grown to 
230,257. The total population of the country 
<7 that year was 50,155,783. Says The Balti- 
more Sun: “It ts caleulated that since 1880 
something over 485,000 Jews have immigrat- 
ed to tle United Sfates. This addition, 
together with the increase through births, 
gives at a conservative estimate a present 
Jewish population of 938,000. The total 
population of the country is now estimated 
to be 75,000,000. In other words, it is one- 
half larger than it was seventeen years 
ago, while the Jewish population is more 
than four times larger. The Jews are not 
numerous in agricultural states. Their 
Greatest numbers are in states having large 
cities, as, for instance, New York, 350,000; 
Pennsylvania, 85,000; Tllinols, 85,000; Ohio, 
60,000; California, 85,000; Maryland, 35,000; 
Missouri, 25,000; New Jersey, 25,000; Louis- 
lana, 20,000; Massachusetts, 20,000.”

Information Regarding Guns. 


Editor Constitution—I am instructed by 
the chief of ordnance to inform you that 
the largest gun now in use for the United 
States army is the twelve-inch riffe. The 
extreme range of this gun, when smoke- 
less powder is used, is about fourteen 
miles. For seacoast guns telescopic sights 
are used, and the limit of accurate range 
is the limit of the telescope. At a distance 
of eight miles a gun could be laid with a 
fair degree of accuracy upon an object as 
large as a vessel. 

As far as small arms are concerned, the 
majority of well-trained soldiers can strike 
individual objects at about 60 yards. A 
small proportion of men could strike in- 
dividual objects at distances of from 1,000 
to 1,200 yards. In a company of well- 
trained riflemen, the collective fire of pro- 
ficient men at masses would be destructive 
at all distances up to at least 1,500 yards. 
The sight of the army magazine rifle now 
in use is graded for all ranges up to 1,800 
yards.

Collecting of Postage Stamps. 

An English writer on the subject of col- 
lecting postage stamps, says that thirty- 
five years ago, when the collection of 
postage stamps was thought to be mere 
child’s play, the stamps, worth hundreds 
of dollars today, could be bought for a few 
shillings each. A few years later $5 was 
the highest price asked for the rarest 
stamps, with a few exceptions, such as 
Postoffice Mauritius, Reunion, ete. At 
that period the collecting of coins was 
esteemed a proper pursuit for serious 
men, and the price obtained by dealers in 
America for ordinary coins was from two 
to ten times what is asked today for the 
same co’ns. The fashion of stamp collect- 
ing waxed greater each year, as that of 
coin collecting waned. Of course, the 
well-known great rarities have generally 
held their prices, and in some instances 
even increased. It is an interesting specu- 
lation whether coins and stamps will not 
begin to change their relations to each 
other. There seems to be more interest in 
coins of late, and cértainly prices are very 
favorable to intending collectors. 


Libel Suits in England. 


Editor Constitution—Are the libel laws of 


England more strict than they are in the 
United States? ENRY RANSOM.

In some respects yes. and in some no. 
The judges in England exercise more dis- 
creation, and often in the interest of the 
publisher, than they do here. Just now the 
rewspapers of London are much pleased 
at the summary manner in which a num- 
ber of libel suits against several publishers 
have been disposed of by Lord Russell, 
the famous lord chief justice and most 
learned man at the English bar, and the 
unmistakable language in which he scored 
the individuals who were endeavoring to 
muzzle the press.

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Sergeant Ig Vindicated on the Charge 


Of Intoxication. 


OFFICER BROOKS IS DISMISSED 


te Showed That Patrolman Mc- 
Curdy Was Not Drinking. 


COATS MAY GET ACCIDENT POLICIES 


t Little Came Before the Police 
Commissioners Last Night That 
Was of Any Interest. 


HE police commissionérs were in ses- 

sion last might for three hours and a 

half, and the major portion of the time 
was devoted to the trials of the three offi- 
cers against whom charges of intoxication 
had been preferred. 

After hearing the evidence in the cases 
Patrolman W. R. Brooks was @ropped from 
the depamtment, while Sergeant Casper 
Brenning amd Offieer F. M. McCurdy were 
exonerated. The resignation of J. T. Mc- 
Collough was read and accepted, and an ex- 
tension of the leaves of absenee of Z. P. 
Moon and A. M. Verner was granted. 

It was found .necessary to place three 
supernumeraries on the regular force and 
Officers Starnes, Edwards and Brown were 
given the positions, as they were at the 
top of the list. 

A resolution was introduced by Commis- 
sioner Patterson calling on the mayor and 
fenera]l council to make an appropriation 
for the purpose of supplying the members 
of the force with accident insurance poli- 
cies. This seemed to meet with the appro- 
bation of the board and Comm*’ssioners Pat- 
terson, Johnson and Kendrick were appoint- 
ed a committee to present the matter to the 
ceuncil as soon as possible. 

The reports of the captains and Chief 
Manly showed that unusually good work 
had been done by the department during 
the thirty days. The number of cases made 
in which the arrested parties were convict- 
ed was large. This was probably due to 
the fact that the month included the Christ- 
mas holidays, during which an vunusal 
hi mber of cases were made. 

The board agreed to give Detective Bar- 
rett the $10 which had been earned by the 
recovery of a watch, and to Captain 
Slaughter two rewards, one of $50 and the 
other of $25, each offered for the recovery 
of watches which were found by the cap- 
tain. 

Board Investigates Charges. 

The trials were then entered tnto. Pa- 
trolman W. R. Brooks was called and the 
charges and specifications in his case read 
to him. He acknowledged having taken 
one drink of whisky and said he was under 
the influence’ of that, but that he was not 
drunk at the time. The commissioners con- 
strued this as a plea of guilty and passed 
to the next case, which was that of Ser- 
geant Brenning, who was charged with be- 
ing in a state of intoxication on the morn- 
ing of January 30, and with falling from 
the platform of a street car while in that 
condbtion. 

The sergeant proved by the witnesses of 
both the city and himself that he was sober 
at the time. It was shown that he had 
been up all the previous night, attending 
to his wife, who was ill, and was sleepy on 
the morning of the occurrence. Witnesses 
appeared, by whosc testimony the sergeant 
was followed from the barracks to his 
hone, and at no time was he drunk or seen 
coming from a saloon. 

It was proved that Sergeant Brenning 
was the victim of an attack of sunstroke 
several years ago, and physicians testified 
that in such a case the patient is afflicted 
with vertigo for many years afterwards. 
Sergeant Brenning said that it was this 
that affected him on the morning he was 
charged with being intoxicated. 

The sergeant is one of the most efficient 
men on the force. He has been a member 
for years, and has given the city valuable 
service on many occasions. He was heart- 
ily congratulated upon his exoneration af- 
ter the decision of the commissioners had 
been announced. He will report for duty 
this morning as usual. 

The Case of McCurdy. 

In the case of F. M. McCurdy it was 
shown that he had been vaccinated, which 
resulted in his sickness, causing him to 
discontinue work on Deceimnber 18th. On 
the 22a of the same month, on which day it 
was charged that he was intoxicated, he 
went to the city after some medicine for 
his wife. He had not slept in several nights, 
and purchased morphine from a drug store 
of the city in order that by taking it he 
might induce sleep. 

At the drug store he took two of these 
tablets containing morphine, but as he was 
not affected, he took two more on the cor- 
ner of Alabama: and Pryor streets, im- 
mediately before boarding a car. As he 
was leaving the car he was struck on his 
vaccinated arm by a gentleman standing 
on the platform. After going about fifty 
yards he became dizzy, and was obliged to 
call some one to help him home. 

This assistance was randered by Jacob 
Smith, and according to the evidence, he at 
once spread the report that McCurdy was 
wofully drunk. This report reached the 
ears of the officer, who is very conscien- 
tious, as well as efficient, and by him it 
was reported to Chief Manly. The chief 
ordered first an investigation and then the 
suspension. __

Flagman W. W. Pope, another of the in- 
jured, is expected to die. 

The crash through the bridge at Cupa- 
hatchie creek was attended with worse 
results than was at first expected. It was 
announced that none of the injured were 
in a dangerous condition, but later it was 
learned that the wreck would doubtless 
prove fatal to two. 

Captain Law was conductor on the ill- 
fated train ‘which plunged through the lit- 
tle bridge. He received internal injuries in 
the crash, and was more badly injured 
than even his physicians thought.

She arrived 
in Montgomery and went to her husband 
just im time to see him breathe his last at 
9 o’clock yesterday morning. 

On a special train over the road which 
for nine years he had traveled daily while 
in life, the body of Captain Law was 
brought back to Atlanta last night. A 
number of friends were at the depot to 
meet the funeral party, and to escort the 
remains to the late residence, 155 Forrest 
avenue. Mrs. Law and several :riends were 
on the train from Montgomery. 

Private telegrams from Nontgomery yes- 
terday stated that the condition of Mr. W. 
W. Pope, the flagman who was severely 
injured in the wreck, was critical, and that 
he would die. Mr. Pope is well known 
here, having many relatives and friends in 
the city. 

Captain Law Was Very Popular. 

Captain Law’s death was a shock to his 
many friends here. He was one of the 
most popular railroad men in Atlanta, and 
had close friends in every profession. The 
officials of the Atlanta and West Point say 
he was one of their best men, and they 
all express deep regret at his death. 

He had been with the road for nine years. 
He came to Atlanta from Savannah in 
1888 and went to work with the Atlanta 
and West Point. He had been a conductor 
on the Southwestern road previous to his 
removal here. 

What Caused the Wreck. 

A mule quietly grazing along the rail- 
road track thirty yards this side of the 
Cupahatchie creek became frightened at 
the approaching train and trotted along in 
front until he reached the bridge. He 
could not run across the trestle, and the 
train struck him. This caused the wreck. 

Untill yesterday morning the cause of the 
wreck wes unknown. It was then an- 
nounced in official dispatches that the mule 
had thrown the train from the track and 
caused the possible death of two persons 
and the severe injury of many others. 

The mule was first struck by the engine 
and knocked againsi the side of the bridge 
frame work. This knocked a panel of the 
structure out of place and the track gave 
way. The officials of the road claim that 
the bridge was perfectly sound. 

President Smith, of the road, went down 
to the wreck yesterday. He was deeply 
grieved over Captain Law’s death. Trains 
will be running without interruption today. 

Flagman Pope Will Die. 

Opelika., Ala., January 10.—(Special.)—The 
fourteen injured passengers will recover, 
though some are seriously bruised. The 
road is still blocked. Trains are being op- 
erated via Union Springs, Ala., and Colam- 
bus, Ga., to Opelika, thence to Atlanta. 
It was a narrow escape for all the pas- 
sengers. The flagman, Will Pope, of At- 
lanta, will die.

The situation was discussed and the nature 
of the celebration was talked over. It was 
decided to have a large trades display and 
military pageant at the time. A suggestion 
was made that a meeting be held on the 
morning of the celebration day, at which 
the addresses of the occasion be delivered 
and the papers relating to the history of the 
city be read. At ll o'clock a grand trades 
display will form a large procession and go 
through the streets. At 9 o’clock in the 
evening there will be a great gathering of 
the people and the celebration will take 
place in a grand style; the city will be 
illuminated and every possible form of 
amusement will be on the boards for the 
citizens and all the visitors who will be 
here. 

Mayor Collier suggested that all the may- 
ors of the towns in Georgia should be 
invited to attend the ceremonies and At- 
lanta will show them what has been done 
in fifty years. 

A motion was made that the chairman 
appoint tem new members for the commit- 
tee, comprising the business men of the 
city, that they might make the trades dis- 
play a thorough success. Mayor’ Collier 
appointed the new members at once and 
named the following:

It was once decided to have it while the 
confederate reunion would be held here, but 
it was the desire of the veterans that there 
be no military here at that time, and the 
Ssemi-centennial will be used to pull off the 
greatest miiitary fete of the year.

He has been 
pastor of some of the large churches ef 
Atlanta and in all parts of the state. 

He left the pulpit and was soon elected 
to the chair of English in the Technologi- 
cal school. He has delivered lectures on 
the subject of “‘Laughter’’ and its contin- 
gencies in all parts of the state and else- 
where. He has an imitable style of tell-ng 
jokes and a fine sense of wit and humor. 
He is an excellent raconteur. 

Professor Matheson, who will succeed 
Professor Lane, is a well-known educator, 
although a young man. He received the 
foundation of his education at the Cita- 
del academy, tn Charleston, S. C., and after 
teaching for a number of years took his 
master’s degree at the Leland Stanford 
university last year.

BOTH SIDES CLAIM VICTORY 
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Sixteen Non-Union Men Went To 
Work Yesterday—What the 
Btrikers Have To Say. 


The strike Is still on among the molders 
of the Atlanta stove works and both the 
company and the strikers are as confident 
of winning as they were on the day it was 

rated. 
Aaa was scored Sunday night by the 
company in successfuily bringing to the 
city sixteen workmen, but the strikers say 
that four of these will not be at work this 

ig. 
gato silos department has been called 
on for protection against an alleged threat- 
ened attack on the works by the strikers 
and two men from each watch are contin- 
ually at the building as the result. The 
strikers are receiving material encourage- 
ment from their union in the way of week- 
ly benefits, which amount to almost es 
much as they made when at work. 

The Atlanta stove works people say that 
the strike will last for probably sixty days 
more, and then the men will begin to ask 
for employment, which will be refused 
them, unless they are willing to work in an 
open shop. 

The open shop question is practically the 
cause of the strike, although that matter 
did not enter into the original supposed 
cause of the walkout. The men say that 
the presence of the officers is entirely un- 
necessary, as they contemplate no violence 
and intend do!ng no more than talk to the 
men who have taken their places. 

The strikers so far have been quiet and 
orderly, contenting, themselves with re 
maining away from’ the shop, knowing that 
very little work was being done. The 
molders in a machine shop occupy relative- 
ly the same position as do the engineers on 
a railroad. Without them work must stop, 
and they are so well organized that it is 
only with great difficulty that non-union 
men can be employed to accept their pos!l- 
tions. It is on account of this fact that 
the’ strikers hope to win and they are do- 
ing everything in their power to imduce 
the non-union men to join the union and 
enter the strike. 

The sixteen men who were at work in the 
shop yesterday were brought to the city by 
stealth by the Atlanta stove works. 

They came to the city Sunday night about 
7:30 o’clock from Ténnessee, Mississippi and 
Alabama. It was understood that the 
strikers had heard of their coming and in- 
tended waiting for them at the depot in 
order to persuade them not to work. 

To thwart this one of the officials of the 
stove works met the train before it came to 
the city and succeeded in getting the men 
off before the depot was reached. They 
were taken to the Grant house, where they 
passed the night, going to work early yes- 
terday morning. The officers of the com- 
pany hope to obtain more men within a 
short time. 

John Felis, one of the strikers, was seen 
yesterday and readily gave his side of the 
Strike for publication. He said: 

“Our men are striking for a principle and 
for wages. A meeting was called by the 
managers of the works during the early 
part of December, at which we were told 
that it had become-necessary to cut wages 
10 per cent. We were told that unless we 
submitted to this an open shop would be 
run. 

“An open shop means that non-union men 
and apprentices may be employed at pleas- 
ure to supplant union men. We held a 
meeting and decided not to submit to the 
cut, and accordingly on December 10th 
every molder in the shop walked out. We 
were making $2.50 a day before the strike 
and all except four of the men were obliged 
to support their families on this amount. 
The others had mothers and sisters to 
look after. 

“The strike has been recognized by the 
union and we are now receiving a weekly 
benefit for the maintenance of our families. 
Sixteen men were brought to the city last 
night and they went to work this morning. 
Ten of these men are only apprentices and 
are unable to do the work, and of the re- 
maining six four will not go back to work 
in the morning. We have every prospect 
of winning the fight and we are not di's- 
couraged.” 

The policemen are stfll guarding the 
premises of the works, and this will prob- 
ably continue for some time. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE MEPTs.

The first meeting of the finance commit- 
tee of the new council was held yesterday 
afternoon.

Atlanta’s apportionment sheet was the 
matter that kept the committee busy from 
3 o'clock until night. The committee met 
with Mayor Collier and discussed very 
thoroughly the question as to how much 
money each of Atlanta’s city departments 
shall have. 

Great interest is felt in the report of 
the meeting yesterday. The consideration 
of the appropriations to the various de- 
partments is always held in secret. 

The result of the meeting will not be 
made known until council meets next Mon- 
day. It is certain, however, that nearly 
every department will receive less money 
because of the slump in tax returns and 
the purchase of a new city hall. 

The heads of the departments are worry- 
ing over the report of the committee of 
finance. They are very anxious to hear 
the result of the meeting yesterday.

“WEN SHE GAVE THE ALARM OF: FIRE, 


Number of Prominent Citizens Made 
an Appeal Yesterday in Her 
Behalf. 


RS. MARY TRAYLOR, the confes 

sed and self-convicted firebug, who 

set fire to the residence of Mr. R. L, 
Gooney last October, was yesterday sen- 
genced to serve a term of ten years in the 
gate penitentiary. 

Vesterday morning when Judge Candler 
called the criminal branch of the superior 
court to’ order Mrs. Traylor was among 
the first to appear hefore the court. The 
woman confessed to her incendjary act 
shortly after she was arrested by the city 
police and yesterday she was willing to 
plead guilty to the charge of lafceny from 
the house and arson. 

, Ex-Justice Spencer R. Atkinson, of the 
supreme court, was present in the court- 
room to appear on behalf of the woman. 
Mrs. Traylor had been in the employ of 
the justice and he asked that the court be 
a8 lenfent as possible, as the woman, after 


eetting fire to the house, had given the 
alarm and aided the firemen in extinguish- 
fng the Diaze. He thought that although 
the woman had committed a grave crime, 
that the court should be as lenient es pos- 
gible under the circumstances. 

Mr. R. L. Cooney, the sufferer from the. 
woman's act, stated to the court that he 
thought the woman had suffered a great 
deal and that he desired the court to make 
Khe sentence as light as possible. 

Mrs. Traylor was then allowed to enter a 

piea of guilty to the charge of larceny 
from the house and a sentence of ‘ten 
years in the penitentiary. was imposed by 
Judge Candler. 
The story of Mrs. Traylor’s crime has 
often been printed. She was in the employ 
of Mr. and Mrs. Cooney when they made 
@ visit to the Nashville exposition. Mrs. 
Traylor wae left in charge of the house 
and was especially instructed to care for, 
some jewelry and other articles especially \ 
prized by Mrs. Cooney. 

On the night of October 28th the Cooney 
residence was discovered afire and Mrs. 
Traylor was the first to give the alarm. 
The fire was supposed to be of incendiary: 
origin, as the blaze was located in a recom 
in which there had been no fire lately. 

Mrs. Traylor finally confessed that she 
had stolen some jewelry and in her despera- 
tion had fired the house to conceal the 
crime, but when she tsaw the blaze she 
became frightened and gave the alarm, 
aiding the firemen and neighbors in puttirg 
out the fire. 

The interesting history of Mrs. Truylor’s 
life has been printed in full in The Con- 
stitution. She attributes her downfall to 
Whisky and declares that she was under its 
ggg on the night she became a fire- 
She was sent to jail yesterday to await 
the arrival of the penitentiary transfer 
guard. She will be given domestic work in 
the state penitentiary and unless she dies 
or is pardoned she will serve the full time 
of her sentence. 


CIVIL SERVICE LAW DEBATED. 


Opprvents of the Measure Had the 
Best of the Discussion. 


Washington, January 10.—The opponents 
of the civil service law had much the best 
of the debate in the house today so far as 
the number of those engaging in it were 
coneerned. Nine of the eleven speakers 
were of the opposition. 

The friends of tho law are very anxious 
to shut off further debate and in this will 
have the co-operation of Speaker Reed and 
the rules committee, 

Mr. Moody, who has charge of tthe bill, 
gave notice that he would test the sense of 
the house tomorrow on a motion to close 
debate. The opposition immediately sent 
word to all in their ranks to be on hand, 
and they say they will have no difficulty 
in defeating ‘the motion. 

When the civil service debate was re- 
sumed and Mr. Cooney, democrat, of Mis- 
souri, took the floor, he opposed the whole 
‘civil service idea, which he denounced as a 
cheat and a narrow swindle. A civil pen- 
sion Uist and office-holding class, he argued, 
were logical and inevitable if it was con-

Mr. Dorr, republican, of Virginia, follow- 
ed with a set speech in opposition to the 
law. 

Mr. Cox, democrat, of Tennessee, said he 
Was so utterly opposed to civil service re- 
form that he would vote to strike out the 
appropriation for the commission and for 
the repeal of the law.

ENGLAND'S POLICY IN CHINA 


Balfour Addresses His Constituents 
at Manchester, 


DID NOT SATISFY HIS HEARERS 


Press Complains of Absence of Defi- 
nite Statements in the 
Address. 


London, January 10.—Right Hon. Arthur 
J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury and 
government leader in the house of com- 
mons, addressing his constituents at Man- 
chester this evening. It was expected that 
he would make an important announcement 
of the government policy in China, but he 
confined himself to generalities. 

Mr. Balfour sat British dnterests In 
China were commercial and not territo- 
rial. Except as a base for possible war- 
like operations, the territory would be a 
disadvantage because it would involve 
responsibility and expense in money and 
men. He dilated wpon the fact that “the 
extent of our trade in China gives us a 
special claim to prevent her pursuing a 
policy that would discourage trade,”” and 
added: 

“But the deepest traditions of our policy 
preclude us from using our trading“ priv- 
ilege as a weapon to exclude ourselves. If 
we ask freedom, of trade, it is not for Eng- 
land alone, but the whole world.” 

There was no objection, said Mr. Balfour, 
in conclusion, to Rugsia having an ice- 
free port provided England was not ©x- 
cluded; but the government would do its 
utmost to prevent China yielding to for- 
eign pressure to make regulations adverse 
to Great Britain, or “any improbable, but 
possible attempt to dot the coast of China 
with foreign stations by protectionist coun-, 
tries, who would —_ customs or other 

o our trade. 
Oihe ourden of the whole declaration- was 
that England's policy in China is for the 
benefit of the world at large. |

the ticket scalpers by the railroads the 

argument which has had greatest 
weight was the charge that a large part of 
the brokerage business is dishonest. 

This charge has been repeatedly denied 
by the scalpers. 

George McKenzie, president of their na- 
tional association, denied it before the 
senate committee in December. On that 
very day, as it subsequently turned out, 
the railroads got evidence to prove their 
contention from his own office. 

The most interesting expose that has 
come. out from the scalping business is a 
Statement from a young man named 
Charles H. Wooley, who was formerly em- 
ployed in the office of Mullford & Co., ticket 
brokers, Chicago. According td Wooley’s 
statement that firm had a scheme which 
beat any road they chose to work it over 
while it lasted. The firm had skeleton tick- 
ets printed and then filled in the stations. 
It had the ticket so made out that the 
holder returned the contract portion to the 
brokers, which prevented the roads from 
catching on to the game in the auditor’s 
office. At-the end of the month the brokers 
made out regular statements and remitted 
in the name of a railroad the proportion 
to which each connection was entitled. 

Here is the way Wooley tells it: 


“On March 17, 1898, I took service with 
Mulliford & Co., ticket brokers, located at 
sy Ciark street, Chicago, LIl. 

“My duties consisted of the buying and 
selling of railroad transportation. 

‘Soon after taking hold of my new posi- 
tion 1 was initiated into their very pro- 
éressive business of manufacturing rail- 
road tickets, a description of which 1 here- 
with submit. 

“We had a lot, say of five hundred. of 
what are known to a ticket agent as sKele- 
ton tickets printed, bearing about six cou- 
pons ail in blank form. 

“This ticket was supposed to be an issue 
of the Sibley, Lake Kistenau and Southern 
railway and the contract of the ticket bore 
the signature of J. Perkins, general pas- 
Senger and ticket agent. 

“Lhis ticket could be filled out so it 
would be vaild ivr passage vetween any 
points. We used the iickets principaily for 
California business, that being a long naul, 
and @ great deal more money being made 
by the rm from that sort of ticket. , 

We would not issue a ticket 
from Chicago, because the ticket 
brokers in Chicago were Watched 
very closely by the railroads, and every 
one’s transportation was scrutinized as the 
passengers passed through the gate to the 
trains, but would give the passengers some 
other form of ticket to use as far ag the 
Missouri river, Kansas City, St. Joseph, 
Council Bluff, Pacific Junction or St. Paul. 

“From the Missouri river the ticket was 
issued over many of the western and north- 
western lines to California points. 

“This ticket we would stamp with a reg- 
ular dater, the date of which read: ‘Sipb- 
ley, Lake Bistenau and Southern railway, 
es Louisiana’ and bore the date of 
saie. 

“Of course as thése tickets were sup- 
posed to have been issued at Lanesville, we 
dated them back three or four days when 
selling them, so as not to excite the curi- 
osity of the passenger or any of the rail- 
road employees that handle thie tickets. 

“We aimed to have the coupons next to 
contracts of ticket and the contract return- 
ed to us, so as not to cause the suspicion in 
the auditor’s office of that particular road. 
To avoid this, we would make the destf- 
nation of the ticket further than our pas- 
senger wanted to use it and limit the ticket 
60 it would expire by the time he reached 
his destination. He would then present the 
ticket together with the rebate to the brok- 
er, the ticket having expired would then 
be used by the broker as ‘dead stock.’ 

“As. an example. if a passenger wanted 
to go to Los Angeles, we would make the 
destination of the ticket San Franc'sco, and 
route the ticket through to Ips Angeles. 
If he wanted to go to San Francisco. we 
would make the destination of the ticket 
Los Angeles. and route the ticket via San 
Francisco. I do not remember of a aingile 
case where the contract was not returned 
to us.

Mr. McKen- 
zie, in making his statements before the 
house committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce, said that the brokers do not 
handle passes, and that brokers’ offices 
would be a poor place to sell them by any 
one who wanted to get money out of them. 

“On Friday, Decem 17, 1897, the very 
day and almost the very hour that Mr. 
McKenzie was making his statement 
fore the house committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce, Mr. J. J. Brown, from 
Chicago, Ill, was endeavoring to ascertain 
how it was that cut rates from Chicago to 
Denver were offered by ticket scalpers. He 
visited a number of ticket scalping offices 
in Chicago to test the matter, and among 
them the office of George M. McKenzie 
at 188 Clark street: here he was offered a 
ticket to Denver for $20. The regular rate 
which is fixed in accordance with the law 
of the office of the interstate commerce 
commission at Washington is $29.50. When 
Mr. Brown was shown the ticket it proved 
to be an advertising ticket issued by the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad 
for the personal use of John Lovell from 
Denver to Chicago @nd return, and with 
Mr. Lovell’s name written on it in ink and 
bearing Lovell’s signature. 

“On seeing the ticket Mr. Brown said: 
‘I don’t want a ticket with another man’s 
name on it: John Lovell is not my name, 
and I do not want to start to Denver on 
a ticket that may give me trouble.’ The 
scalper, McKenzie’s employee, then in- 
formed him that he would arrange matters 
eo that he would have no trouble ‘I will 
give you some envelopes addressed to John 
Lovell that you may put in your pockets, 
and if any one questions you, you can show 
him the envelopes.’ He gave him four en- 
velopes, which I have here in evidence, ad- 
dressed to John Lovell at Chicago, and pur- 

rting to have come from Buffalo, New 
fork, Milwaukee and Chicago. He also 
gave him a postal card which has on one 
side the address of George M. McKenzie, 
188 Clark street, Chicago, and on the other 
side the statement to E. C. Patterson, No. 
1212 Seventeenth street, Denver, and then 
follows a description of the ticket. Tho 
agreement being that th's ticket was to be 
delivered to Mr. Tatterson itn Denver, who, 
of course, would have the opportunity of 
selling the return portion to some other 
person who was wiling to say that his 
name was John Lovell and would travel 
on it from Denver to Chicago. 

“This envelope idea of identification is 
quite general with scalpers. One hundred 
general passenger agents can state you 
numerous occasions in which they have 
found that it has been used in the ticket 
scalping offices all over the country.” . 
GEORGIA’S OLDEST CONDUCTOR. 
Oscar Charlton Began Pulling the Bell 

Away Back in 1837. 

Savannah, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)— 
With the announcement of the death of 
Captain Sanford Bell some weeks ago it 
was stated, in accordance with his claim, 
that he was the oldest railroad conductor 
in the world. Captain Bell is said to have 
pulled a bell line on the Western and At- 
lantic railroad for forty-five years and to 
have run the first train into Atlanta over 
that road. 

The Oldest Living Conductor. 

Living in Guyton, just thirty miles from 
Savannah, is Mr. W. O. Chariton, better 
known as Oscar Chariton, who formerly 
lived in this city, and who is undoubtedly 
the oldest living raNroad conductor in 
America. His record surpasses that of 
Captain Bel in length, his period of ser-

vice with the Central railroad having been 
from 1837 to 1888. He was continuous!y in 
the service of the Central for a period of 
fifty-one years. He was not only the first 
regular conductor, but in the early days 
ran the only train operated by the road, 
which was then built to Guyton, at that 
time called Whitesville, a distance of thirty 
miles, 

Mr. Charlton, tn speaking of the ear-y 
days of the Central, said road building was 
begun near the junction of the Louisville 
and Augusta dirt roads. toward Pooler. 
Some time before he became a conductor 
the railroad received two locomotives from 
Charleston, which were taken up the Ogee- 
chee canal to Jenck’s place, just opposite 
to what is now known as the fair grounds, 
and were hauled to the ralfroad track, and 
used in hauling dirt from Four Mile h!l to 
make the embankment, which begins at the 
Augusta road, crossing to the bridge across 
the Ogeechee canal, near the present pas- 


senger depot. / 


The Georgia and Tennessee. 

The locomotives were named the Georgia 
and Tennessee and were small affairs. Mr. 
Chariton does not remember whether they 
were of English or American make, but 
wherever they may have been built, they 
came via Charleston. 

Mr. Charlton related an incident of the 
first trip from Savannah to Poo'ter, the 
farthermost point west that the road had 
then been built. Mr. W. W. Gordon, then 
president of the Central and the father of 
Co‘onel W. W. Gordon, was, of course, on 
the train. The distance, ten miles. was 
made in an hour, and Mr. Gordon was de- 
lighted and exclaimed: “‘Ten miles in an 
hour! Wonderful! Wonderful! Wonder- 
fuH’’ 

The first passenger depot, and that which 
was used until the building of the present 
Structure, was a small wooden buFdingz. 
which stood just about 100 feet west of the 
end of the new depot. It was used for that 
purpose up to some time during the late

His younger brothers, both of whom are 
still living, Messrs. John D. and Andrew 
Charlton, were also conductors on the Cena- 
tral for many years.

SEVERAL BURGLARS.60 UP FOR LONG TERMS 


Snatch Thieves, Highwaymen and 
Cther Offenders Contribute Their 
Liberty to the State. 

J hew courtroom yesterday for the first 
time and initiated the place by break- 


ing all previous recoris in the number of 
cases disposed of in one day. 

The courtroom was crowded with specta- 
tors and the prison room was crowded with 
prisoners. The wheels of justice moved rap- 
idly and case after case was disposed of. 
The guilty ones were Placed where they 
could not violate the laws of the gtate for 
some time and the innocent ones were told 
to go and take care to keep out of trou- 
ble. 

Some heavy sentences were imposed upon 
old Offenders and when ugly cases were 
made out against those who had been in 
court before they were given a sentence 
which will cause them to regret that they 
have sinned. 

Adolphus Hughes, Harrison Johnson and 
Frank Wright, three negro boys, who, it is 
said, have given the officers a great amount 
of trouble, were brought before Judge Cand- 
ler on two charges, one of them being 
burglary. They pleaded guilty and Judge 
Candler gave them a sentence of ten years 
each. This was their second offense. 

The sentence caused ejaculations of sur- 
prise to issue from the spectators, and in 
explanatory tones Judge Candler remarked: 
“When these boys want to go to the peni- 
tentiary it is just as well to give them a 
long term and cure them at once.” 

Mattie Williams was tried on the charge 
of larceny from the house, it being claimed 
by Mrs. Cobb, of Capitol avenue, that Mat- 
tle- had worked for her, and while per- 
forming the duties of housemaid had taken 
unlawful possession of a $175 diamond ring, 
a chain and fob and a cloak. Mattie Wil- 
liams claimed that the articles had been 
given to her by an admirer named Will 
Foster. After giving them to her she said 
he took them back and pawned the diamond 
ring at Kaiser’s. The ring was found at 
the pawnbroker’s, and the story told by 
Mattie Willlams was doubted. A _ verdict 
of guilty was returned and it being her 
first offense she was given five years. 

Mr. Meyers, who works for Kaiser, twas 
subpoenaed in thig case and did not appear 
until after the trial. Judge Candler fined 
him $5. 

Robert Franklin was found gulity of 
breaking into a store during the night. 
Jundge Candler imposed a sentence of tea 
years. Night burglars usually receive a 
large sentence. 

Other Offenders. 

C'p Harley was found guilty of forgery, 
but the jury made a recommendation of 
misdemeanor and he was sentenced to 
twelve months. 

Frank Jones was found guilty of larceny 
from the person and was sent up for twelve 
months. The jury recommerded him to the 
mercy of the court. 

Ed Jones received a sentence of two years 
on being found guilty of the offence of 
larceny from the house. 

Frank Grant and Bud Wijey entered a 
plea of guilty to the charge burglary and 
were given twelve months each. 

Zach Henderson entered a plea of gu'lIty 
to the charge of stealing shoes from the 
store of H. P. Foster. He was also charged 
with stealing a number of other articles, 
but emphatically denied any knowledge of 
them. This little venture cost him ten years 
of liberty and that time will be spent in 
the penitentiary, where he will have a 
chance to think of his crime and resolve to 
sin no more.

The machine was valued 
at $75. 

Garfield Armstrong was not a farmer, Wut 
he had a failing for cows, evi- 
dence hefore Judge Candler yesterd iy Was 
to the effect that he had stolen one.

Cables. 
LOST A LARGE FRACTION 


Coin Very Slow and Lower—Oats Were 
Weak from the Start—Provisioms 
Dull and Heavy. 


Chicago, January 10.—Heaviness charac- 
terized all the grain and provision markeis 
today. Wheat was affected most by the 
weak cables and closed % lower than the 
final figures of Saturday. Corn declined % 
G@%c. Oats closed % lower and provicicns 
registered declines ranging from 7% gto i0c. 

Wheat opened weak at from % to %c De- 
low Saturday’s glose. It held fairly firm 
during the greater part of the forenoon at 
about the starting price. First trades for 
May delivery were at from 90% to 90%c as 
against 91%c at the close Saturday. The 
range from that time up to the publication 
of the visible supply statement was from 
91 down to 9%5c. The visible showed only 
47,000 bushels increase, and as high as $1,000,- 
000 bushels having been mentioned as not 
a probable quantity for its increase, 50 
buying was induced by it, but it was too 
limited to have and material effect. The 
early drop in price was due primarily to 
%d decline at Liverpool and slightly easier 
quotations from Paris, helped also by re- 
ceipts in the northwest much heavier than 
could be regarded hopefully by the bulls. 
Minneapolis and Duluth received 534 cars, 
compared with 361 the corresponding day of 
last year. Chicago received 40 cars, compar- 
ed with 20 a year ago. Of today’s inspection 
only four yere contract, World’s shipments 
to Europe were officially reported at 4,804,- 
000 bushels, but the comparative smallness 
of the figyres evidently had no effect on 
the foreign markets.

lhe closing quotations in foreign, mar- 
kets suggested greater heaviness \than 
there was any visible reason for at “this 
distance. Liverpool closed at a decline for 
the day of from % to 1d; Paris from ® to 
60 centimes lower for flour and 25 centimes 
to 20) centimes down for wheat. The market 
became quite weak toward the end. Up to 
within half an hour from the close May 
sold around 90%c, but the weak clos.ng 
cables caused renewed selling, which, com- 
ing on an unwilling market, caused a fuar- 
ther break to %%%c.

Corn was very slow. It was alse weak, 
without any fresh reason, sympatuay with 
wheat being apparently the only reason 
for the decilne.

The address made by Mrs. Hamiltog 
Douglas, at the Woman's Club yesterday, 


was one that dealt with the live question

and most convincing manner gave her 
reasons of opposition. She spoke without

of adverse opinion from those in her au- 
dience Who may have disagreéd with her. 
She said: 

“The great body of the Atlanta Woman's 
Club .s composed of wives and mothers, 
fome-makers and housekeepers, And so, 
waile we are More or less interested in ari 
or literature Or Musi¢ or phiosuophy, these 
things are the Mere side issues and the rea! 
wia; things of life are the questions that 
reiate to home Lfe and the education of 
our chiidren.

a stress on educational topics. Not be- 
cause there are teachers in the clu. but 
because there are mothers. The children 
of this club would form a regiment, and 
they are found in th@® kindergarien, in 
every grade of the grammer and high 
schools and in colleges. Not a few of us 
are grandmothers with our interests start- 
ing again. To such body or women any 
question that deeply affects the mental or 
physical well being of our children is an 
interesting and timely one.

Is it right to lie, to steal or 
swear? No doubt most of the inmates of 
our penitentiariy could give most correct 
ani edifying moral discourses. It matters 
little that a child should be able giibly to 
repeat: “Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy meighbor.’ It matters very 
much that he shall be persistently shown 
the beauty of truthfulness, the worth of 
character, the baseness of the false and 
uniriue. 

“When Froebel invented, or discovered, 
kindergarten, he revolutionized all 
teaching. He taught us the wonderful na- 
ture secret, that character growth is best 
when it is unconscious. If you go into a 
kindergarten you hear nothing of faults; 
there is no one saying you znust not tell an 
untruth; ‘must not be _ selfish; you 
must not be ungrateful. But everywhere, 
by pictures on the wall, by the songs they 
s.ng, by the games they play, by the whole 
bright sunshine ot the kindergarten atmos- 
where, truth and unselfishness arid grati- 
ap and kindness and cheerfulness are 
instilled into their hearts and absorbed into 
their lives. The wise kindergartner sees 
a little one who inclines to selfishness; ever 
and ever she puts in his way opportunities 
to be unselfish until the w ak point in his 
character is strengthened as the weak 
Muscle is strengthened by daily exercise. 

“This unconscious, persistent and power- 
ful teaching is what I mean when I say 
that morality is taught in the public schools 
of Atlanta. It is taught by the moral of 
nearly every section a their readers; it is 
taught in every bit of prose or poetry they 
commit to memory; it is a part of every 
lesson that good work is worth doing for 
its own sake: it is taught more than all 
by the personal influence of the teachers. 
lhave felt much stirred by these attacks 
on the moral teaching of our Atianta 
teachers. I know many of them, «: 1 so 
do you, who are of such noble, upright, 
just and strong characters, that they can- 
net fail to impress their associates for 
€00d, much more then do they_ impress 
their own characteristics upon the young 
and tender lives for whom they feel such 
@ load of responsibility. 

“There are, I have no doubt, many school- 
rooms, as there are many homes, where 
there is not sufficient attention paid to 
moral training. And too much cannot be 
Said to rouse teaehers and mothers to 
their responsibility as character builders, 
but pray do not make the mistake of think- 
ing that morality can be given_like patent 
medicine, according to some ones pre- 
henge . 

“But some of you who are 
having some textbooks om morality put in- 
to our public schools may say that all 
this is very true, but that it is only nega-~- 
tive. I have proven to you who are fa- 
Millar with the schools. or who know any 
considerable number of the teachers, that 
Moral teaching, so far from being neglect- 
ej, is the foremost purpose in the mind of 
the good teacher, and T am thankful that 
Wwe have many such; but some one may say 
that I have not shown that this moral 
terching might not be made better by in- 
troducing morality as a separate study.

The meeting of the Atlanta Woman’s Club 
vesterday afternoon was one of unusual 
interest, and it was a source of great re- 
egret that the president, Mrs. Charles Read, 
who had arranged the programme, was un- 
able to be present at its presentation on 
account of illness. Mrs. William Patillo, 
the vice president, presided with grace and 
ease and made the usual business an- 
nouncements previous to the programme of

The most interesting features of the meet- 
ing were the address by Mr. J. G. Wood- 
ard, of Newnan on the subject of the ed- 
ucational needs of Georgia, the address 
made by Mrs. Hamitton Douglas on ‘‘Mor- 
ality in the Public Schools” and the discus- 
sion led by Mrs. Bunker on the advisabil- 
ity of women on the public school boards. 
Signor Randegger was present at the lat- 
ter part of the meeting and charmed the 
assembly by his artistic rendition of several 
piano selections. He was enthusiastically 
encored, and in a graceful speech of ac- 
‘knowledgment, proposed to the ladies the 
organization of a singing club, to meet 
once a week for the development of vocal 
musie on the part of those talented or fond 
of music. His suggestion met with great 
favor, and there will be a club of the na- 
ture he suggested organized at once. 

Mrs. William King, previous to the con- 
clusion of ithe meeting, announced as chair- 
man of e lecture committee that Hon. 
Hamilton Maybrick had accepted the in- 
vitation of the club members to lecture in 
their rooms during his forthcoming vistt to 
Atlanta. It was also announced that, in re- 
sponse to many requests, Dr. Morse will 
give a series of lectures in parliamentary 
drills under the auspices of the civics séc- 
tion of the club, the first of the series to 
occur this morning at 10:30 o’clock. 


Mr. Woodard on 
Educational Needs 


The address made yesterday afternoon by 
Mr. J. G@. Woodard, of Newnan, on the 
subject of the educational needs of Geor- 
gia, was a peculiarly happy feature of the 
programme-of entertainment, since that 
subject ts paramount in the work being 
undertaken by the club women of the 
state. Mr. Woodard is justly regarded as 
one of the foremost and most advanced 
educators of the state and his brilliant 
paper embodied such principles and meth- 
ods of development in education that in 
their clear and logical presentation they 
mot merely, suggested, but impressed his 
hearers with their force and excellence. He 
urged a closer relation of the home and 
the school, a ‘unity between teacher and 
parent, and dwelt upon the importance of 
the industrial arts and home science as 
branahes of practical education. He spoke 
eloquently in behalf of a greater improve- 
ment and development of the county 
school and observed that the youth of the 
county should not be brought to the city 
for education, but be afforded equal op- 
portunities of education in his own home. 
His arguments upon this point were vigor- 
ous and met with the greatest sympathies 
of his hearers. He drew a contrast be- 
tween the relative education of the country 
and city youth under the present system 
of the state’s educational advantages and 
concluded with an earnest appeal for 
greater educational development in every 
respect. Leading up to the present status 
of Georgia’s educational system Mr. Wood- 
ard reviewed in a most interesting and 
eloquent vein the history of southern edu- 
cation and culture of the pads and its re- 
lation to the present: His address will be 
published in full later. 


Women on School Boards. 


Though it was announced Mrs. Bunker 
would lead a discussion on the subject of 
the advisability of women on school 
boards, the brief and interesting talk She 
made in the affirmative brought about no 
diseussion, but 4 unanimous vote on the 
part of the club that women should be 
represented on school boards. 

Mrs. Bunker stated that there was no 
longer any question as to the equality of 
the feminine and masculine mind and that 
their difference in mental caliber but more 
fully capacitated them to combine in 
mutual interests, and bring about none but 
the best results.

| the part of woman, united would result in 
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clates that which would be to the interests 
of the girl in her preparation for the voca- 
tion in Ife. The average woman is pos- 
sessed of more leisure time than man and 
whereas the latter may take no less inter- 
est, the woman would be so placed as to 
be able to take more interest in the duties 
devolving upon her as a member of the 
board of education. Again, she would have 
no ‘further aspirations to tempt her to 
sacrifice her sense of right or judgment;

from the mother, who knows best his 
physical, mental and mora] nature. She 
thought, therefore, that the mother, as well 
as the father, should have her voice in 
that factor of education known as the 
school board.

PORGIA’S fruit crop for 18% fs in 
grave danger, acco-ding to reports 
‘rom the fruit district.
